ing letter to 46 attorneys general, 
directing them, in effect, to put 
the heat on for passage of the 
bill.

motivating force behind the “na-| 


tion-wide movement” of state and 
port officials in behalf of the quit- 
claim measure, which would for-

“We suggest you contact your 
genators at once, urging immedi- 
ate favorable action on the pend- 
ing measure,” the communication, 
dated Oct. 20, said. Clary, who 
said he wrote the letters at the 
request of Attorney General Rob- 
ert W. Kenny of California, is a 
title expert whose fee for handling 
the tidelands matter will be de- 
rived in part from his state and 
in part from tideland lessees, in- 
cluding oil companies. 


Highlights of Letter. 


Other highlights of the letter: 

The flat assertion that the 
filing of the government’s test 
suit directly in the Supreme 
Court “demonstrates further the 
necessity on the part of * the 
states to push the poncing legis- 
lation to co » Hereto- 
fore sponsors of the bill have 
disclaimed any “race” with the 
Supreme Court. 


The admission that “it was our 
hope that hearings before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
would be unnecessary” but that 
hearings were made necessary 
by Interior Secretary Harold L. 
Ickes’s demand to be heard. 


A warning to “defer until a 
later date any controversy as to 
ownership of lands or minerals 
outside existing state bounda- 
ries,” as “the wise thing to do.” 
This is the first official corrobo- 
ration of Post-Dispatch disclos- 
ures that coastal states are eye- 
ing the enormous mineral de- 
posits under the vast continen- 
tal shelf, beyond the three-mile 
limit which is the subject of the 
present dispute. 

A call to the attorneys general 
to make an impressive showing 
at the forthcoming open hear- 
ings of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

The charge that tidelands ar- 
ticles in the Post-Dispatch, the 
Washington Post and other pub- 
lications have been “instigated” 
by parties who have filed appli- 
cations for federal oil leases and 
who “hope to be the recipients 
of the leases which Secretary 
Ickes has threatened to issue.”

Two persons were killed and 
seven others were injured yester- 
day when a Baltimore & Ohio 
passenger train en route from &8t. 
Louis to Washington was derailed 


when it struck a truck loaded 
with gasoline at Lawrencville, Il. 


The dead were identified as Wil- 


liam Barnett, Zionville, Ind., driver 
of the truck, and O. C. Bruce, 
Washington, Ind., one of the two 
engineers of the train. 

The injured were listed as: 

E. Myers, conductor; Claude A. 
Reed, Vincennes, engineer; Wil- 
liam Emmick, Washington, Ind., 
fireman; Charles Montgomery and 
Elliott Johnson, both of Balti- 
more, dining room cooks; Charles 
C. Fields, Wheatland, Ind., also a 
member of the train crew, and 
Homer L. Page, a soldier, whose 
address was not learned. 

A number of passengers were 
bruised but Page was the only 
passenger requiring hospital treat- 
ment, it was reported. 

The truck caught fire. The two 
engines and baggage car of the 
train overturned, and the remain- 
ing 10 cars were derailed. 

Barnett had just gone to work 
for a trucking company and had 
driven only two blocks, The col- 
‘lision occurred at 12:20 p.m. The 
train had left St. Louis at 9:35 
a.m, 
| The derailment caused no dis- 
ruption of traffic, other trains 
being routed over a siding at 
Lawrenceville. 


STOCK EXCHANGE PRESIDENT 
RAISED TO $100,000 A YEAR 


Emil Schram Had _ Received 
$48,000 Boost Barred by 
U. 8S. in 1944, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (AP) — 
Emil Schram, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, today 
was given a $100,000-a-year salary 
contract expiring Dec. 31, 1948. 

Schram, former chairman of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp., suc- 
ceeded young William McChesney 
Martin Jr., a former St. Louisan, 
when the latter was inducted into 
the Army in July, 1941. Martin 
received $48,000 a year as the first 
paid president of the exchange. 

In 1944 Schram was offered a 
new three-year working agree- 
ment calling for $65,000 annually 
but the Treasury Department’s 
salary stabilization unit disallowed 
the application and Schram agreed

Reuther Says Move Puts 
Strike Threat on 24- 
Hour Basis—New Talks 


Thursday, 


DETROIT, Nov. 10 (AP)—The 
international executive board of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers today authorized a six-man 
strategy committee to “act as it 
may see fit” in current wage ne- 
gotiations with the auto indus- 
try’s three big manufacturers. 

The action, taken at the board’s 
meeting in Washington, came aft- 
er consideration of recent votes in 
which employes of Ford, Chrysler 


and General Motors overwhelm- 
ingly favored a strike to support 
demands for a 30 per cent wage 


rate increase. 


Walter Reuther, UAW vice pres- 
ident in charge of General Motors 
negotiations, told reporters the 
board’s action “places the strike 
threat on a 24-hour basis.” He 
explained that the strategy com- 
mittee could meet at a moment’s 
notice and take any action de- 
sired. 


Meeting on Thursday, 


R. J. Thomas, UAW president, 
declared however that the board 
had instructed Reuther to meet 
with General Motors officers 
again Thursday in an effort to 
solve the wage issue, 


Wage negotiations between the 
union and officers of General 
Motors and Chrysler began some 
time ‘ago and Ford negotiations 
are slated to start Nov. 20. 


The strategy committee includes 
Thomas, Reuther, UAW Secretary- 
Treasurer George F. Addes, Vice 
President Richard T. Franken- 
steen, Richard T. Leonard, in 
charge of Ford negotiations, and 
Norman Matthews, in charge of 
Chrysler negotiations. 

Wage negotiations between the 
union and General Motors Corp. 
were in recess tonight with 
neither side very optimistic that 
a common ground may be found 
on the wage question, 

Reuther said, “We are exactly 
where we were the’ day after we 
filed our first brief three months 
ago.” 

Said H. W. Anderson, General 
Motors vice president, “We can’t 
be very optimistic (over the out- 
come of the negotiations) with a 
sttfike hanging over our heads.” 

The management has termed 
the union’s demand “unreason- 
able” and labeled as “fantastic” 
union claims that the corpora- 
tion could pay the full 30 per cent,

WALLA WALLA, Wash., Nov. 
10 (AP)—Gen, Jonathan M. Wain- 
wright wants to go back to Ba- 
taan—to establish a national park 
as a memorial for the men who 
hers and died there. 

“IT never want to see the Orient 
again as a military leader,” he 
told a press conference, “but I

plan that is dear to my heart, 

“I’m going to Bataan and make 
‘that sad battlefield into a national 


park, a memorial to the officers 
and men who fought and died 
there.” 

Wainwright, now touring Wash- 
ington state to promote victory 
bond sales, will report to Gov- 
ernors Island, New York, Jan. 15, 
to become head of the eastern de- 
fense command, 

“I reach the mandatory retire- 
ment age in 1947,” he said. “My 
only ambition then will be to 
start this national park.” 


Seven Weeks in Jap-Made Hell---Story 
Of Cruise of Death of 1600 American 
_ Prisoners Told by the _ Who Lived

of death. It is the story 


T of 49 days of savagery 
and tragedy unequaled in the 
war in the Pacific, of a Jap- 
made hell from which about 300 
Americans, from more than 1600, 
emerged alive. This historical 
document was prepared from the 
stories of the survivors by 
George Weller of the Chicago 
Daily  News-Post-Dispatch For- 
eign Service. 

Survivors were interviewed in 
prison camps and rest camps in 
Japan, on hospital ships and at 
United States bases in the Pa 
cific. 

It is the story of a twisting, 
torturous journey on prison 
ships from Manila to Southern 
Japan during which men died 
from Jap bullets, American 
bombs, suffocation, disease, star- 
vation and murder, Some went 
insane, 

An official record cannot be 
prepared for many weeks, Ab- 
solutely reliable lists of living 
and dead are unobtainable in 
the Pacific at present. 

In spelling. names some pho- 
netic methods had to be used 
because the uncertainty of the 
survivors, Otherwise the accu- 
racy is unquestionadle. 

The story begins in Manila, 
Dec. 18, 1944.

HIN from nearly three 
years’ confinement, 
guarded by Japanese 
with bayonets, a column of 
American prisoners number- 
ing somewhere above 1600 
men shuffled in ranks of four 
through Manila’s dusty 
streets on the morning of Dec. 
13, 1944, on their way from 
Bilibid prison to what in pre- 
war days had been known 4s 
“‘The Million Dollar Pier.’’ 

They shuffled rather than 
marched because the sun was 
hot and many of them were 
ill. 

The ragged streetboys of 
Manila made them furtive 
V-for-victory signs. In the 
lace curtained parlors of the 
poor Philippine homes the 
cheap radios were turned on 
full blast as they approached, 
then tuned down after they 
left: an indirect salute of the 
underground. 


Officers, Men, Civilians. 


Nearly all the prisoners were 
veterans of the defense of Bataan, 
Corregidor and Mindanao. About 
half were officers. They repre- 
sented about 90 per cent of the 
field, staff and medical officers 
who had sustained the defense of 
the Philippines for six months to- 
tally without help from the United 
States. 

The officers ranked from Navy 
commanders and lieutenant 
colonels of the Army and Marines 
down through lieutenants and en- 
signs. Some were civilians who 
had been commissioned hastily 
after Japan struck south. Others 
were civilians who had helped in 
the defense of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor without ever having for- 
mally entered the armed forces. 
There were also 37 British pris- 
oners, 

The 1600 prisoners—the exact 
number is given by various sur- 
vivors as 1615, 1619 and 1633 — 
marched slowly through Manila 
not only because of heat and ill- 
ness, but because rumor had al- 
ready spread that they were being 
sent to Japan. It true, this re- 
port meant that their long-sus- 
tained hope of being rescued and 
freed by Gen. MacArthur’s forces 
was ended, 

The prisoners thought their 
journey by sea to Japan might 
take as much as a week or 10 
days. Had they realized what lay 
ahead of them—that some would 
die of suffocation before even the 
next dawn — many undoubtedly 
would have chosen immediate 
death on the bayonets of the Japa- 
nese guards who flanked them. 

Many of the prisoners were sur- 
vivors of the death march from 
Bataan to Camp O’Donnell, where 
the wilful denial of water and 
food by the Japanese cost the lives 
of hundreds of Americans, 


These men, including everythin 
from highly trained West Poin int 
and Annapolis graduates to hast- 
ily registered missionary chap- 
lains, had no inkling that they 
were setting forth on a journey 
no less cruel and far more ex- 
tended than the death march to 
Camp O’Donnell, a trip which for 
deliberate butchery and needless 
sacrifice would take its place with 
the Alamo and the Boston Mas- 
sacre. 

Instead of lasting 10 days, as 
the prisoners expected, their 
journey to Japan would last 
seven weeks. Instead of going

Indonesians Charge Eng- 
lish With ‘Indiscrim-

BATAVIA, Java (Sunday), Nov. 
11 (AP)—Indonesian reports said 
today that Soerabaja and vicinity 
had been “devastated” and “thou- 
sands” of Indonesian soldiers and 
civilians killed by “continued Brit- 
ish attacks from the air, sea and 
land,” 

Reports telephoned here from a 
T.K.R. (Indonesian army) captain 
and released by officials of the 
unrecognized Indonesian republic, 
said that “bodies are piling up in 
all Soerabaja and cannot be re- 
moved because of continuous Brit- 
ish shelling from the sea.” 


No British reporis have been 
issued since Saturday’s announce- 
ment that Maj. Gen. E. C, Man- 
sergh had ordered the attack to 
protect the Fifth Indian Division 
which he said was suffering cas- 
ualties in the face of growing 
Indonesian resistance to its ad- 
vance into the city. 

The British order to blast away 
at the city of 500,000 inhabitants 
came after Indonesians rejected 


an ultimatum to surrender their 


weapons.

Although no new British com- 
munique had been issued so far 
today, a supplementary Royal Air 
Force report to last night’s an- 
nounceemnt said “Extremist 
strong points” were hit, “particu- 
larly the headquarters of the 
T.K.R. and P.R.I. (Indonesian free 
youth organization).” 

Strong Indonesian forces were 
reported marching on Soerabaja 
from inlani Jogjakarta, national- 
ist stronghold 175 miles to the 
southwest. 

Late last night, Aliled troops 
used mortars in a short but severe 
clash with Indonesians in the Kra- 
mat sector of Batavia, and firing

Only Light Resistance.

Heavy Artillery In Use 
For First Time — Civil

CHUNGKING, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
Artillery and mortars thundered 
today along the coastal end of 
China’s Great Wall, where the 
Chinese Communists’ best divi- 
sions blocked the path of thou- 
sands of nationalist troops into 
industrially rich Manchuria. 

The booming of heavy weapons 
first was heard during the night 
in the United States marine

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Eisenhower Orders Better Dress 
And Behavior by Yanks in Europe 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Nov. 
10 (AP)—Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. today directed his unit 
commanders to take immediate 
steps to improve the dress and 
behavior of American troops in 
Europe to prevent the Army from 
getting “a bad reputation.” 

In a letter to the commanders, 
Eisenhower said “our standards 
of courtesy” had fallen below 
those “that Americans habitually 
observe at home,” that careless 
and reckless driving was taking a 
considerable toll of life, and that 


proper Army dress was not being 
observed. 


He said the conduct of the sol- 
diers was excellent in most cases 
but declared the “remaining rela- 
tively small minority can give us 
a bad reputation that will take 
our country a long time to over- 
come.” 

“The German propaganda ma- 
chine has been selling to the peo- 
ple of Europe very cleverly and 
for four years the idea that Amer- 
icans are uncouth, ill-behaved, ir- 
responsible group of gangsters 
who will overrun their countries 
and make shambles of them,” he 
said. “We must prove this charge 
to be completely false.” 


“That does not mean that we 
don’t take into account our par- 
ticular differences, but it seems to 
me today that our overriding in-

Attlee urged that in the present 
discussions the leaders “keep ever 
in mind that what we are out for 
today is to try and devise a world 
policy of the common man.” 

Text of Truman Talk. 

After toasts were drunk to King 
George VI of Britain and to Tru- 
man, the President spoke ag fol- 
ows: 

“It is a very great privilege for 
me tonight, as the president of the 
United States, to be host to the 
prime ministers of Great Britain 
and Canada, and the representa- 
tives of the ‘other commonwealths 
of the British empire; and I want 
to say a few things that are, I 
think, in the hearts of all of us. 

“We, I know, are striving for a 
world order, and a world peace, in 
which nations will feel as the 
British commonwealth of nations 
does, and as the forty-eight states 
in the United States feel. The ob- 
jective of the United States, I 
think, has been stated both by the 
President and by the Secretary of 
State, in words which all of us 
can understand. We are trying 
heroically to implement the pro- 
gram which was started by Wood- 
row Wilson, was carried forward 
by Franklin Roosevelt, and was 
finally consummated at San Fran- 
cisco by a delegation made up of 
members of the Senate and citi- 
zens at large, without political 
complexion. 

“One of the great things of the 
British empire is that when they 
have a foreign policy—and they 
always have one—the British peo- 
ple are behind that foreign policy 
no matter which government is in 
power. That was amply illustrated 
at the Potsdam conference which 
started with Winston Churchill! as 
prime minister of Great Britain 
and ended with our guest of honor 
tonight as the prime minister of 
Great Britain. And there was no 
break in the negotiations. Mr. 
Attlee was there with Mr. Church- 
ill from the beginning. He knew 
the aims of the conference, and 
when he came back as prime 
minister, things went on just as 
they had started. 

Wants People's Policy. 

“JT am hoping that the United 
States of America can implement 
a foreign policy which will be the 
policy of the people of the United 
States, and not the policy of any 
political party.

Forty-eight witnesses were listed 
fn all, They included many whose 
mamed have been mentioned in 
preliminary investigations of 
events connected with the blow 
that opened the war with Japan.

In the north China inland 
province of Shansi and in Sulyuan 
province of Inner Mongolia fight- 
ing raged in what a semi-official 
dispatch called “bloody” see-saw 
battles,” . 

One dispatch reported recap- 
ture by 
important railway junction of 
Shihkiachwang in Hopeh province 
—although the Government never 
had previously acknowledged its 
loss. It is a strategic point on 
the north-south Peiping-Hankow 
railroad. 

An official dispatch also re- 
corded the arrival of “large num- 
bers” of nationalist troops at 
Paotow, western terminus of the 
Peiping-Suiyuan railroad west of 
Kweisui, besieged Suiyuan capital. 

Their arrival “appreciably 
strengthened” the defense of Pao- 
tow against Communist attacks, 
the dispatch said—thus giving the 
first indication that this national- 
ist stronghold was under assault. 

From all accounts, Kweisui still

Communist Victory. 

Belated reports received in 
Shanghai from an area 165 miles 
southeast of Peiping told of the 
defeat of the Chinese Nationalist 
Fortieth Army by a Communist 
force which outnumbered the gov- 
ernment troops 10 tol.

U.9., BRITAIN 10 SEND 
ENVOYS 10 AUSTRIA 


Naming of ‘Political Repre- 
sentatives’ Follows Unilat- 
eral Action by Russia. 


VIENNA, Nov. 10 (AP) — The 
United States and Great Britain 
today named “political represent- 
atives” to the Austrian provision- 
al government, which will send 
similar representatives to Wash- 
ington and Wondon. 

The United States appointed 
John Erhardt, who will continue 
also in his present duties as 
American advisor to Gen. Mark 
Clark, American member on the 
Allied Council in Austria. 

Britain named Harold Mack. 
France is expected to announce 
its choice soon. 

Announcement of the appoint- 
ments was made at a regular 
council meeting, and _ followed 
Russia’s unilateral action request- 
ing the Austrians to exchange 
representatives with Moscow. 
The Russian request was made 
after the counci. voted last Oct. 
20 to extend authori. of the 
present government of Chancel- 
lor Karl Renner to all of Austria, 
The Russian choice has not been 
disclosed, but will probably be 
Eugene Kisselev, now a political 
advisor. 

In other action today the coun- 
cil ‘examined a large number of 
laws enacted by the Renner gov- 
ernment, and approved 125 for 
national validity “after some 
amendment in certain cases.” 
The council announced also 
without elaboration that an agree- 
ment had been reached on meas- 
ures to be taken for dealing with 
the influx of Germans from sur- 
rounding countries such as Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia, from 
which they had been expelled.

part report on the matter. 
Part of the story was told re- 
cently in a series of three articles 


by Frank R. Kent, columnist for 
the Baltimore Sun, who is gener- 
ly regarded by labor as a labor- 
baiter. Kent said “that almost 
from our entrance into the war 
the Red Cross in every campaign 
for funds has paid large sums, 
ranging from $100,000 to $200,600, 
into the treasuries of the two big 
labor organizations,” that’ there 
were vigorous protests by persons 
within the Red Cross organization 
and that the agreement was not 
publicized adequately. 
Agreement Made in 1942. 


The agreement referred to by 
Kent, a four-way contract, was 
entered into in the summer of 
1942 between already-organized 
relief committees affiliated with 
the Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, Community 
Chests and Councils, Inc., later 
brought into the National War 
Fund, and the American Red 
Cross. 

Under the arrangement,, as it 
now exists, full-time staffs of the 
CIO and AFL committees are re- 
imbursed for expenses, two thirds 
of the money coming from the Na- 
tional War Fund and one third 
from the Red Cross. The Red 
Cross pays its portion to the Na- 
tional War Fund for disburse- 
is paid into 
union treasuries. The committees, 
staffed by labor men, receive the 
money directly. 

The union committees spend the 
money for salaries of directors 
and field workers (not solicitors), 
office rent, transportation, print- 
ing and postage and telegraph ex- 
penses. 

The Red Cross believes that in 
the absence of this arrangement 
it would have to augment its own 
paid staff and would be unable to 
do as effective a job with a com- 
parable expenditure. 

Up to last April 30 the labor 
groups had received from the Red 
Cross $533,000. According to the 
current budget, they ‘will have re- 
ceived $232,000 additional by next 
April 30. The compact ends at 
that time. Whether it will be re- 
newed or modified is not known. 

These payments are included in 
the regular Red Cross fund- 
raising budget. For the period 
from Jan. 1, 1942, to next July 1, 
the Red Cross will have spent or 
budgeted a total of $5,559,000 for 
this purpose, This sum covers the 
major portions of five campaigns. 
In the first four about $550,000,- 
000 was raised. The goal for the 
campaign next spring has _ not 
been set. 

1 Pct. of Total for Fund-Raising. 


Taking a single campaign as an 
example, the Red Cross last March 
collected $231,709,000. To raise 
this money, $1,568,000 was spent. 
Included in the latter figure was 
a total of $238,000 paid to the labor 
committees for the year ending 
April 30, 1945. 

It is apparent from letters re- 
ceived by the Red Cross that some 
persons are not aware that the 
organization for many years has 


spent money to hire professional 


organizers and fund raisers, as 
does every sizable welfare agency. 
It will be seen from the figures 


that the expenses of raising funds 


; 


were less than 1 per cent of the 
total taken in, a record with which 
the Red Cross is satisfied. Some 
professional fund-raising agencies 
charge as much as 12 per cent of 
the expected return. 

Current Budget Agreement. 


An examination of the current 
annual budget agreement, signed 
by Matthew Woll for the United 
Nations Relief of the AFL, Irving 
Abramson for the National CIO 
War Relief Committee, Winthrop 
W. Aldrich for the National War 
Fund and James K. McClintock 
for the Red Cross, shows the 
over-all picture. 

Under it the AFL group will re- 
ceive $330,677, including $144,377 
for the operation of national of- 
fices and $186,300 to run field of- 
fices. The CIO committee will 
get $141,571 for the national of- 
fices and $225,964 for the field of- 
fices, a total of $367,535. This 
represents a total for the two 
groups of $698,212. ‘Che preportion 
to be met by the Red Cross is 
$232,737. 

The Red Cross agreed to pay 
the National War Fund $60,000 
last May 1, $60,000 last Aug. 1, 
$60,000 last Nov. 1 and the re- 
mainder as soon after next April 
30 as the exact total of expendi- 
tures made by the labor commit- 
tees is totaled. It is, of course, 
limited to the budget figures. 

The Red Cross receives monthly 
ffemized expense statements from 
the labor committees showing the 
names and ealaries of all em- 
ployes, and the purpose for which 
expenditures were made. These 
are audited by the Red Cross and 
by the War Department, which

Headquarters of the labor com- 
mittees are in New York, as are 
offices of the National War Fund. 
The CIO committee director is 
Leo Perlis and the head of the 
AFL group is Abraham Bluestein. 
Both were questioned by the cor- 
— about their organiza- 

ons. 


The CIO staff consists of ap- 
proximately 75 persons, 50 in 23 
field offices throughout the coun- 
try and the others in the New 
York offices. The top divisions in 
the national office are campaign, 
community service, veterans, for- 
eign relief, public relations and 
accounts. Salaries range from $75 
to $100 a week for executives. 

A similar setup obtains in the 
AFL, There are 22 persons in the 
national headquarters and 33 in 
16 regional offices. Salaries range 
from $90 to $120 a week for execu- 
tives. There are five divisions: 
public relations, campaign, com- 
o_o service, veterans and IJabor 
relief, 


As set out in the operating 
agreements for the present year, 
the objectives are as follows: 

“The National War Fund, the 
American Red Cross and the 
two labor war relief committees 
have one common objective— 
helping to mobilize maximum 
public support for the philan- 
thropic needs on the war front 
and home front, through repre- 
sentative campaigns in local 
communities. 


“The national offices and field 
representatives of the two labor 
war relief committees will co- 
operate with the National War 
Fund, its state and local con- 
stituent organizations, and the 
American Red Cross, by promot- 
ing maximum participation of 
union members in these cam- 
paigns. 


“It is understood that all ac- 
tivities of the two labor com- 
mittees which are financed 
through the National War Fund 
and the American Red Cross are 
designed to promote participa- 
tion by the members of the 
American Federation of Labor 
and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations in the year-round 
activities of the National War 
Fund, its state and local con- 
stitutent organizations and the 
American Red Cross.” 


The agreement provides further 
that the emphasis will be on Na- 
tional War Fund matters in the 
fall of 1945 and on the American 
Red Cross campaign in the spring 
of next year, that conferences be 
held when necessary, and that la- 
bor committee field men establish 
liaison with War Fund and Red 
Cross local or area offices,

MILSTEIN, ORCHESTRA 
N FINE PERFORMANCE 


Violinist, Soloist With Sym- 
phony, Bring Out Virtues , 
of Brahms Concerto. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Nathan Milstein, violinist, 
Played as soloist with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra last 
night in Kiel Auditorium, offer- 
ing the familiar virtues of the 
Brahms concerto. Its familiarity 
makes it something of a trial for 
both orchestra and assisting ar- 
tist since the ever present desire 
to avoid the routine sometimes 
leads into an inappropriate and 
less desirable sensationalism. 

The performance by Milstein 
and the orchestra under Conduc- 
tor Viadimir Golschmann was in 
every respect a faithful delinea- 
tion of all the dramatic intensity 
and lyrical fervor that lies in the 
score. It had, that is, a consist- 
ent fidelity of character and at 
the same time ‘was presented with 
a freshness that carried the illu- 
sion of a first encounter with the 
music. 

Milstein as usual conveyed the 
impression of being possessed but 
the finish with which his phrases 
were rounded, his impeccable in- 
tonation, and the controlled de- 
tail of stress and modelling indi- 
cated plainly enough that he was 
the possessor. The whole perform- 
ance was therefore a supreme 
demonstration of technical ef- 
ficiency, with which one was not 
particularly concerned because one 
was wholly subject to the elo- 
quence of the music. The treat- 
ment was broad, serious and 
densely charged with poetic mean- 
ing. The solidity and brilliance of 
the orchestra was once more in 
evidence. 

The orchestra scored again with 
the “Two Nocturnes” of Debtssy 
and the ‘Serenade No. 3” by Alex- 
ander Tansman, the latter being 
a first performance anywhere. 
The Serenade is one of the best 
of the recent works by this Polish 
composer, who is now doing a 
stretch in the musical salt mines 
of Hollywood. It has a lightness 
and charm which shine through 
a very complex, almost virtuoso, 
orchestration. For the scoring is 
always transparent and the har- 
monic patterns, while’ sophisti- 
cated, are used to convey feelings 
rather than philosophies. The com- 
poser’s lyrical gifts and 
rhythmic feeling were employed 
with unusual effectiveness. 

Though the music moved within 
a not too extended range it con- 


tional impulse, The orchestra gave 
it a splendid performance. 

The Debussy “Nocturnes” had 
a wonderful texture. The sky- 
rocketing brilliance of the “Fetes” 
suggested again the motion of the 
outer spaces as conceived by a 
highly poetical astronomer. 

The program, which will be re- 
peated this afternoon was opened 
with the Egmont Overture and 
closed with Ravel’s Bolero, the 
latter being an instructive parade 
of the orchestra’s solo talent.

We have come out of the 
war in a great fight for freedom 
and democracy. And I think that 
standing here today with the 
United States of America and the 
representatives of the British 
commonwealth of nations, we can 
all take pride in our democracy, 
we can all take pride in our free- 
dom; but I think we must beware 
of attributing that entirely to our 
own virtues. It has also some- 
thing to do with our own geo- 
grapfmcal position, and we have 
to have a little charity towards 
others who are less happily placed. 
Science Transcends Seas. 
“We, for years, have had the 
channel to protect us; you, for 
years, have had the Atlantic—but 
as we know today, the discoveries 
of science are transcending seas 
and transcending oceans.

REPORTED AGREED 
ON JEWISH POLICY 


Involves Joint Committee 
for Dealing With Pal- 
estine and Displaced 
Persons Problems. 


LONDON, Nov. 10 (AP)—Re- 
liable sources said tonight .that 
great Britain and the United 
States had agreed on creation of 
a joint committee to deal with 
the questions of Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine, and displaced 
European Jews, . 

These sources said agreement 
On main issues was reached re- 
cently, but that Prime Minister 
Attlee wanted to discuss the ques- 
tion with President Truman in 
their Washington talks before any 
British statement on Palestine is 
made. 

Foreign office sources said For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin would 
state the Labor Government’s po- 
sition on Palestine, with a refer- 
ence to America’s attitude, in the 
House of Commons, possibly next 
Tuesday. 

Diplomatic quarters believed 
Bevin would announce formation 
of a British-American plan calling 
for immediate rather than long- 
term action, 

The British were said to believe 
that a substantial increase of im- 
migration would be possible if the 
country were placed under inter- 
national trusteeship, while if they 
bear sole responsibility only a 
small increase would be possible. 

Diplomatic quarters said it was 
“fairly certain” that Bevin would 
deal also with the problem of 
thousands of Jewish refugees in 
the British and American zones 
eof occupation in Germany. 

London estimates say there are 
65,000 Jewish refugees in the Amer- 
ican and 200,000 in the British 
zone who want to go to Palestine 
or some other country. Some Eu- 
ropean experts here declare, how- 
ever, that if the Jews were given 
a guarantee against persecution 
many would prefer to remain in 
Europe. . 

A Cairo dispatch said the Pan 
Arab League, meeting in Cairo, 
had reached a decision on the 
Palestine question, but had de- 
clined to ‘announce any details 
except that the decision was unan- 
imous and that notes had been 
prepared for presentation to 
Britain and the United States.

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WARTIME AGENCY 
LIQUIDATOR URGED 
BY TRUMAN'S AID 


Report Favors Elimina- 
tion ‘as Far as Possible’ 
of Emergency Offices 
by June 30. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
Elimination “as far as possible” 
of every federal emergency agency 
by June 30, 1946, was recommend- 
ed to President Truman today by 
George E. Allen, a special assist- 
ant named to study this subject. 

To accomplish this, Allen urged 
immediate appointment of a direc- 
tor of liquidation. In an 80-page 
report made public by the White 
House, Allen said it was important 
that the Government “act rapidly 
to insure an orderly, efficient and 
humane transition from wartime 
to peacetime organization.” 

He emphasized that the 126,937 
employes of the 25 emergency 
agencies as of last September 
should be given special considera- 
tion in the liquidation process, in- 
cluding coverage by unemployment 
insurance. 

Allen said the “few agencies” 
which must continue beyond the 
end of this fiscal year, such as 


those dealing with prices and other : 


reconversion problems, should be 
co-ordinated under Reconversion 
Director John W. Snyder’s office 
or transferred to permanent agen- 
cies at the earliest possible time, 


Wants “Vital Services” Kept. 

“Emergency services vital to our 
national welfare,” he said, “must 
not be abolished, but should be 
made permanent, Funds for sci- 
entific research, such as _ that 
which developed the atamic bomb, 


should be utilized for peacetime 
progress, and might even be in- 
creased for the benefit of all man- 
kind.” 

Besides a director of liquidation, 
Allen recommended appointment 
of liquidators for each agency and 
an administrative advisory com- 
mittee to advise the director. The 
latter would consist of representa- 
tives of the Treasury, budgét, sur- 
plus property, national archives 
and civil service. 

While it is essential to “retrench 
promptly and to economize when- 
ever possible,” Allen said, “seem- 
ingly unnecessary public agencies 
might have to survive much

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
has suggested that the names of 
the various divisions be system- 
atized if Congress agrees on re- 
organization legislation.

PARIS, Nov. 10 (AP) — The 
United States Army is pressing a 
determined search to recover and 
identify the bodics of an esti- 
mated total of 22,000 American 
soldiers who lie in nameless 
graves between the littered 
beaches of No mandy and the 
wreckage of Berlin. 

As Armistice day draws near 
the soldiers and civilians prepare 
to pay tribute to the memory of 
America’s war dead, men of the 


United States Graves Registra- 
tion Service are redoubling their 
efforts to solve the riddles | of the 


fighting men who died in anony- 
mity. 

They lie beneath 
mounds along the deathtrap 
hedgerows of Norm idy, beside 
woodland streams of the Marne 
Where their fathers fell before 
them, in the still forests of the 
Ardennes hills where the snows 
will fall again soon.

Urges Research, Too, 

Whitlock also urged the indus- 
try to adopt a comprehensive re- 
search program designed to reduce 
the cost of building, stating that 
the demand for new homes and 
other buildings could be increased 
greatly if costs could be lowered 
10 per cent or more. 

“Voluntary industry regulation 
is urgently needed to help hold the 
line on prices of new homes and

“Once that battle is over, 
the industry then must go on to 
devise economies which will lower 
building costs in the future and 
help assure a continued high level 
of construction activity and em- 
ployment. 

“Tf this industry is to enjoy the 
sort of future we all hope for, we 
must bend every effort to avoid 
unwarranted and unnecessary g0v- 
ernment control of any kind. The 
threat from government is ever 
present. There are some who go 
so far as to propose that the best 
way to solve our problems is to 
convert construction into a public 
utility. But if that day ever 
comes, the construction industry 
will not for long rank as the na- 
tion’s second largest. We must 
resist every further infringement 
on private enterprise, and we must 
make sure that we do nothing to 
invite further regulation and re- 
striction. 

Restriction Is Out. 

“To this end, the construction 
industry must eliminate any and 
all of the so-called protective prac- 
tices set up either to guard against 
losses in periods of building in- 
activity or to gain selfish advan- 
tages. There is no place in mod- | 
ern business for restriction of en- 
terprise. We can neither reduce 
our costs nor expand our market 
if such practices exist. 

“They destroy public confidence; 
they invite governmental regula- 
tion: they defeat their purposes in 
the long run. I should like to sug- 
gest that this is a fitting subject 
for the attention of local industry 
organizations in any communities 
where such practices may be 
found.

“Our boat, a power launch, had 
been hit by shellfire, and we had 
to bail constantly. Ten minutes 
after we landed the boat sank in 
shallow water at the dock, leaving 
the officers’ luggage above the 
water line.” 

When the party met Japanese 
emissaries, Zagarri related, Gen. 
Wainwright was forced to leave 
those who had accompanied him. 


“They kept the rest of us stand- 
ing at attention about six hours,” 
Zagarri said. “During that time 
they took what cigarettes we had 
in our pockets and, still not sat- 
isfied, searched the officers’ lug- 
gage from the sunken boat. 

“One of our party, Tech. Sgt. 
Richards, was of Japanese de- 
scent. The Japs asked him what 
he was doing in the American 
Army, He replied that he was 
‘an American, having been born 
in Hawaii, he told us later. With 
that a Japanese officer knocked 
him down, breaking his glasses 
and leaving him bleeding at the 
mouth, 

“Gen. Wainwright remained ab- 
solutely calm at all times. *He is 
a man entirely without fear, as he 
showed many times on Bataan 
and on the Rock. His idea of 
testing the force of a barrage was 
to get out into the middle of it. 
It was nothing unusual to see him 
in the front lines with one of his 
two specially-built rifles taking 
pot-shots at the Japs.” 

Zagarri, 29 years old, took dic- 
tation from Gen. Wainwright. He 
is a graduate of Roosevelt High 
School and a former clerk at But- 
ler Brothers. He is on furlough 
at the home of his parents, Mr.

Hunters Can Get Limit 
After Learning to Make 
a Meal in a Tom and 
Jerry Mug. 


By J. Roy Stockton 


FTER hearing of all the hunt- 
A ers who came back from South 

Dakota with the limit—eight 
birds a day or 40 for a five-day 
hunt—we suspected that hunting 
pheasants was a little like shoot- 
ing fish in a barrel. However, 
we've been to South Dakota and 
it isn’t like that at all, at least 
not after hunters have been bang- 
ing away at the birds for several 
weeks. 

We came home with the limit, 
but it wasn’t any shooting-fish-in- 
the-barrel business. We were in 
the field each day from 10 o’clock, 
the legal starting time, unti] sun- 
set, and we walked many miles. 
One pheasant hunt doesn’t make 
an expert out of r man, but we 
did learn some things about the 
sport. 

Perhaps the first thing to think 
about when you're getting up a 
party to hunt pheasants is to se- 
lect very carefully as companions 
men who are familiar with a shot- 
gun and safety precautions, The 
common way of hunting the birds 
is to drive through a corn field 
or weed patch. Four or five men 
spread out In the field, the end 
man about 50 yards ahead of the 
line, which sags toward the cen- 
ter. The object of the formation is 
to drive the birds forward and 
prevent their running out on the 
sides. At the far end of the field 
two or three men are stationed. 
Pheasants run a great deal. When 
the advancing line meets the 
guards at the end, the birds, if 
any, boil out of the field. With 
sO Many guns close together and 
the advancing drivers face to face 
with the end shooters, you don’t 
have to have much imagination 
to realize that the pheasant hunt- 
ers must know how to handle 
guns safely. The first rule to im- 
press on the party is to keep the 
muzzle of the gun high and never 
to make a low shot. Never shoot 
a bird on the ground. It’s poor 
sportsmanship and it’s dangerous.

Hunter fortu- 
nately included a few dishes In 
his equipment, so after waiting 
much too long for a couple of 
meals in a village restaurant, we 
found a man could do all right 
with one spoon and a tom and 
jerry mug. First you have a 
whisky sour in the mug, using 
bourbon and canned fruit = juice. 
.., Then you rinse the mug, it 
you can dislodge from the sink a 
man shaving or brushing his 
teeth. Then you put corn flakes 
in the mug, mashing them down 
firmly with the thumb, After corn 
flakes the coffee probably is ready 
and when you've had your coffee, 
Hunter asks if you’re ready for 
your eggs. It’s a bit of a job to 
wash the mug after the eggs, but 
you. can make it. By that time 
the shavers and _ tooth-brushers 
are out of the way. Water is a 
bit of a problem. Usually there's 
a bit of sulphur in the deep well 
water, and confidentially that 
stinks.

-From 1930 
to 1939 Vaughan was in command 
of the 380th Field Artillery, a re- 
serve regiment from St. Louis. 
Truman commanded the 379th 
Field Artillery from Kansas City; 
and John W. Snyder of St. Louis, 
now War Mobilization and Recon- 
version Director, commanded the 
38lst reserve regiment from 
Arkansas, All three regiments 
were part of the 102nd Division. 
When World War II broke out 
Vaughan was a lieutenant colonel, 
Truman a full colonel. 


Worked in St. Louis. 


After graduation from college, 
where he majored in chemistry, 
Vaughan had gone to work for a 
creosoting firm in St. Louis, After 
his discharge from the first World 
War he went back to this type of 
work, joining the T. J. Moss Tie 
Co. For a time he was manager 
of their southern plants, then a 
manufacturer’s agent and sales- 
man, traveling a good deal 
throughout the mid-west.

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| Consumer Goods Not Yet Reached | 


Labor a ‘Material 
Shortages and Producers’ 


Delay, in Survey of 60 
Plants; Runaway Inflation 
Feared if Large Volume Is 
Not Achieved in Time.

HIS nation, alone of the great world 
tf powers, is trying to find its way back 
from a controlled war economy, under 
which the Government became the biggest 
capitalist in the land, to a free economic 
system, 

Britain, from whom we borrowed many 
of our wartime controls, has elected to 
keep economic planning as a permanent 
function of Government, and to extend the 
role of Government as capitalist. In the 
United States we are bending every effort 
toward letting go of wartime controls. We 
are hoping to do this without easing our 
economy down the chute of inflation and 
unemployment. 

Our Government is liquidating its capital 
holdings and giving away its economic 
power. 

After spending 32 days traveling by air- 
plane more than 8000 miles, visiting 60 or 
more industrial plants in 20 American 
cities, this writer presents herewith a re- 
port on the progress of reconversion to date. 
It is a report which concerns an over-all 
economic design in making, the sort of im- 
personal information that might be reduced 
to charts and graphs. At the same time, 
however, it is a report on people doing a 
job—management, labor and Government 
tackling the greatest job that ever faced 
America, not excluding the gigantic task 
s0 successfully accomplished, of producing 
the goods that won the war. 


Ford Is Delivering 
Automobiles to Dealers. 


isted at the beginning of the war, recon- 
version by Government estimate already is 
85 per cent completed. This estimate 
agrees with first-hand observations. 

In Detroit, for instance, we saw Fords 
already coming off a completed assembly 
line. Ford, which had comparatively few 
reconversion problems, switching over from 
production of jeep engines to passenger ma- 
chine engines without major production 
changes, is delivering automobiles to its 
dealers today. 

Chrysler, by contrast, is betting its eco- 
nomic future on a complete reconversion, 
which includes -major changes in production 
methods, 

We saw Chrysler's Plymouth plant com- 
pletely torn up, with concrete being laid 
on new production lines, and great machine 
tools being shifted by hoist from one place 
to another. 

In part, this total reconversion at Chry- 
sler was made necessary by the fact that 
its war products, notably airplane engines, 
were entirely dissimilar to its peacetime 
products. K, T. Keller, president of the 
Chrysler Corp., however, said he is taking 
advantage of this necessity, and incorporat- 
ing in his new production set-up all of the 
short-cuts developed during the war years. 
He believes he will have one of the lowest- 
cost production lines in mass production his- 
tory, when reconversion is completed. 

In many other industries, including the 
petroleum refining industry and those pro- 
ducing basic chemicals, there was little or 
no difficulty in returning to peacetime pro- 
duction. Peacetime products, for these in- 
dustries, were the same as their war prod- 
ucts, or if different, involved only the turn- 


gredients. 


Degree of Reconversion 
Of Small Significance. 


The degree of physfcal reconversien ac- 
complished in’ American industry, however, 
is of small significance, relatively. Even in 
plants that were in operation before the 
war—then were converted for war use— 
reconversion has not yet been accompanied 
by large-volume production of civilian 
goods. 

Unless industry achieves a large volume 
output of goods in time to offset the pres- 
sure of the pent-up market against our 
diminishing wall of price controls, that 
pressure may burst through in runaway in- 
flation. Vast increases in production over 
prewar levels also are regarded as neces- 
sary to avoid a major depression, later.

be stepped up to 40 or 50 per cent above 
the prewar figure, if we are to have full 
employment in America. 

The conditions under which we now are 

attempting to achieve a production of peace- 
time goods comparable in volume to our 
wartime production, are vastly different 
from the conditions in force as industry 
converted to war. War conversion was ac- 
complished under severe centralized plan- 
ning and extensive governmental participa- 
tion. The Government financed plant ex- 
pansion. Materials were scheduled to go 
where they were needed most. Labor was 
shifted from place to place. Management 
was plied with profits as well as coerced 
by appeals to patriotism and by production 
controls. 
Now, centralized planning is giving way 
to a relatively free play of economic forces, 
but we are still in the half-world between 
the two. Many look to Washington to 
break the peacetime production bottlenecks, 
but Government is hoping that private en- 
terprise can do the job by itself, so the 
apron strings to Washington can be cut. 


One example pf the contrast between cen- 
tralized planning for war production and 
present conditions was seen at Minneapolis, 
Minn., where Harold Swett, president of the 
Minneapolis-Honeywell Regulator Co., said 
he needed desperately 25 punch presses, 
and was unable to find them anywhere in 
the country. During the war, when Min- 
neapolis-Honeywell was making such crit- 
ical instruments as artillery fire control de- 
vices, the Government helped _§ furnish 
needed machine tools by financing expan- 
sion of the machine tool industry and by 
getting the available machine tools where 
they were needed most. 


Tool Production 


Held Up by Shortages. 


Today, with punch presses particularly in 
demand by American industry retooling for 
peace, Joseph Trecker, at Milwaukee, Wis., 
president of the Machine Tool Builders’ As- 
sociation, said peacetime tool production is 
being held up by shortages of steel castings 
and forgings. Skilled labor also is not 
available for volume output of the needed 
tools, he said. 

Both Swett, who needed the punch presses, 
and Trecker, who was unable to furnish 
them immediately, had suggestions as to 
what “the Government should do about it.’”’

On Parasitical “‘Democracies” 
To. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


‘How many times must we be fooled? 
(I mean us, not the Government of the 
United States.) We fought one war and 
then another “to save the world for de- 
mocracy.” But imperialism goes march- 
ing on. And future wars go building up. 

Why do we stand by, lazily and stu- 
pidly, while the very things we fought 
against in Germany and Japan are 
crammed down the throats of the people 
in another part of the world? Are we 
s0 blind as nct to realize that no peace 
or prosperity we create here can endure 
if there is poverty or strife elsewhere? 

Over and over again during and since 
the war, the United Nations have reiter- 
ated their belief in liberty, democracy 
and the Four Freedoms, Yet what hap- 
pens when they are faced point-blank 
with an opportunity to prove they mean 
What they say? Not a damn thing. 

Why don't the British keep out of the 
Netherlands East Indies and _  Indo- 
China? And why doesn't our State De- 
partment tell them to stay out? Have 
not the Dutch, and French, and British 
exploited the many millions of inhabi- 
tants of the Far East long enough? 

It is quite plain that the “democra- 
cles”.are not wanted. When are they 
getting out? How can they reconcile 
their honeyed words about freedom and 
justice with the fighting now going on 
in the Netherlands East Indies and 
Indo-China? Where are the freedom and 
justice they talk about? Since when are 
imperialism and bloody repression of 
revolutions against foreign rule. any 
more decent if practiced by the so- 
talled democracies, rather than by the 
Nazis? 

A New York Times correspondent re- 
Jates the gloom of the Dutch at the 
thought of losing their rich East Indies 
possessions. “One-fifth of the popula- 
tion of the Netherlands is directly de- 
pendent on or indirectly interested fi- 
mancially in Indonesia,” he writes. Isn’t 
that too, too bad? Imagine it, a coun- 
try of 8,000,000 can’t prosper unless it 
continues to milk a population of 60,000,- 
000 people and territories 60 times larger 
than itself! 

What are the Netherlands and the 
ether imperial powers—parasites? The 
whole affair would be funny if it were 
not so miserably rotten. 

Why doesn't this country take a vigor- 
ous stand? Perhaps it can’t be expect- 
ed that imperialism should end over- 
night. But it can damn well be ex- 
pected that the British (who fear the 
ultimate consequences for their own em- 
pire)}-keep their troops from suppressing 
native insurrections against Dutch and 
French rule. And certainly we can ex- 
pect and demand that no American lend- 
lease material—not a gun or a bullet 
—shall be used to crush revolutions for 
freedom against British, French and 
Dutch domination. 

With such examples of bald-faced de- 
eeit and hypocrisy on the part of the 
“democracies,” is it any wonder that the 
Russians are suspicious and difficult to 
deal with?

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Another Round 


There grows a disturbing sense that the Amer- 
ican people and their Government are slipping 
into states of mind associated with the Harding- 
Coolidge-Hoover era. We still bask in good in- 
tentions to carry our weight in the community 
of nations, and we resolve that there shall be no 
return of unemployment, depression, widespread 
hardship here at home. But our acts too often 
belie those good resolutions. 


The President himself frightens the world by 
proposing to monopolize the weapon of nuclear 
energy. He calls it our “sacred trust,” feeding 
the American taste for standing on a high moral 
plane and letting others, if they choose, come 
timidly courting our favor. As usual, as always, 
we denounce others for acts to protect their se- 
curity which we regularly excuse in ourselves. 
All this we have seen before. 


Certain Congressmen, with echoes from the 
streets, would succor suffering Europe only un- 
der intolerable political conditions, An elder 
statesman suggests there should be no recon- 
struction loans to Britain and Russia until they 
abandon their basic political faiths. Some would 
impose American-style elections in Europe at 
bomb’s threat. (Yet we have the poll tax; we 
have Boss Crump and Boss Hague and other 
bosses.) - 

Reasonably enough, Americans wish the sol- 
diers and sailors were home, and other Ameri- 
cans have no desire to put on uniform and take 
their places. So high has the clamor risen to 
get them home, however, that our beleaguered 
Government is strongly impelled to bring too 
many home too soon, before their job is fin- 
ished. We have done that before, too. 


A Retreat From Obligations 


England-baiters are busy everywhere. Russia- 
haters call for immediate war while we have 
the mobilized power and the exclusive atom 
bomb to win it. Schemers work quietly, but 
with evident effect, to soften the German peace 
terms in hope of doing business with revived 
German cartels. Business with Germany, of 
course, was brisk in the 1920s. 


With one voice, the President boastfully to- 
tals up our armed might. In the next breath, he 
proclaims that we will withdraw from situations 
we dislike and cannot get changed. Where, be- 
tween the two, is the infant United Nations 
Organization which looked so promising but a 
few months ago? 

In domestic affairs, our course looks no better. 
The President proposes reasonable measures to 
smooth the transition of American citizens from 
war to peace. Congress, the reactionaries firmly 
in the saddle, stalls off his proposals as long as 
possible and then dilutes them. 


Private industry will be unable next year to 
employ some eight or 10 million persons who 
will need work. So Congress, with a national 
emergency to meet, proposes to scatter the na- 
tional employment service weakly among the 
separate states. 


Congress provides liberal reconversion aids to 
business and agriculture. But the Senate, re- 
solved to punish labor, refuses to supplement 
state unemployment funds to provide a maxi- 
mum benefit of $25 a week. The House sits 
and sits on the bill, and does not rise. The idea 
is, perhaps, that if the country’s wage workers 
become desperate enough, they will be glad to 
take the drippings from the income spigot. An- 
drew Mellon believed in the trickle-down sys- 
tem, too. 


Reaction Rides the Congress 


The House of Representatives is indecently 
eager to quit the American people’s claim to 
tideland oil, an act redounding to the benefit 
of a deserving Democrat fund-raiser. The ’20s 
saw oil reserves given to the exploiters. 


The Senate, asked to declare itself for Gov- 
ernment measures if private enterprise cannot 
maintain reasonably full employment, gleefully 
waters downy the bill to an affirmation of every 
American’s rigtit to a job if he can find one. 


What is this Congress doing about public works? | 


And when is it going to do anything to promote 
the building of houses for the people? Congress 
talks, instead, of a nice long vacation from its 
labors. 

Congress has cut taxes. It has done this, how- 
ever, with so great a concern for incentives to 
business that it has opened up incentives to 
unsavory business. At the moment, manufac- 
turers are holding vitally needed goods and sup- 
plies off the market until they can take an un- 
taxed excess profit on them. Yet congressional

committees eagerly write bills to outlaw strikes 
by labor. 


While the poor and the widows and orphans 
and old people and returned. soldiers suffer, 
greed rises from all sides to feed the fires of in- 
flation. Labor needs more of the country’s 
product so that the economic order will pro- 
duce abundantly, but in many cases asks for 
too much—and is backed by the President's con- 
fused policy on wages and prices. Capital, on 
the other hand, seeks to retain war-enlarged 
profits, and threatens to strike if higher prices 
are not granted. Does no one really remember 
how the booms of 1918-20 and 1927-29 ended? 


Boom Again, Bust Again 


The ugly specter of real estate speculation 
again walks the land. There is nothing to rent 
at all, and nothing to buy except at prices far 
above its worth yesterday and its worth again 
when the bubble bursts. Yet the Administra- 
tion, either stupidly intimidated by the real es- 
tate lobby’s threat not to build new houses if it 
cannot garner extortionate gains, or fearful of 
the reactionary Congress, refuses to ask for re- 
straints on the price of houses. (Should we 
start now to draft the next New Deal’s HOLC 
to bail out those who buy too high?) 


Everywhere there are assaults on the weak 
dams we have left against inflation. Too many 
business men say price controls must come off. 
Too many labor leaders want controls retained 
on everything but wages. Farmers denounce 
both business and labor, but seek higher prices 
for themselves. Congress, and the Administra- 
tion, yield point by point and area by area. Soon 
now, perhaps, there will be so much trouble 
here at home that we shall have no time left to 
bother about cultivating world citizenship, 


We all tend, of course, to lay all such short- 
comings and bitter divisions to other groups and 
interests and classes, and particularly to the 
President and Congress. That tendency, in fact, 
is a major cause of our troubles. With a great 
degree of faithfulness, the laxness, the one-sided- 
ness and unfairness, the confusion in high places, 
reflects the temper of the American people. 


On Dec. 7, 1941, we were united in a high 
moral purpose and also in fear of our very skins. 
From that mood, thére has been a steady letdown 
ever since we knew we would win the war. After 
the first token steps toward world community 
were taken at San Francisco, in the broadened 
power to reduce trade barriers and in the pas- 
sage of the international stabilization and mone- 
tary agreements, there was further relaxation. 
Since the end of hostilities, individual and class 
interest have even more rapidly replaced com- 
mon interest, and the situation is deteriorating 
today more rapidly than ever, 


A Fateful Turning Point 


To say that the epidemic is widespread is not 
to mitigate its evil. The question is whether 
we shall arrest it or let -it run its blighting 
course. And to lay a large part of the fault on 
the whole people does not relieve leadership 
from its obligation to inspire, unite, lead. 
Rather, this is a time when busy leadership is 
needed as desperately as ever it was during the 
war. 


It is a time when a President should be re- 
affirming and strengthening the people's sense 
of moderation and faith in themselves to solve 
their problems justly—even if he has to affront 
congressional reactionaries far more than he has 
so far to accomplish it. And it is a time when 
members of Congress, instead of parroting the 
people's babble of conflicting interest, should 
be living that early American tradition which 
fought for sanity and decency and‘ honesty— 
even though it mean retirement to private life. 


The crisis of today finds us shakily poised on 
a major turn of policy toward the world and 
among ourselves. Either we slip further, and 
perhaps irretrievably, into another round of un- 
wholesome economics and international irre- 
sponsibility, with breadlines and war at the end. 
Or else we retrieve some of the high toleration 
and reasonableness and sense of man’s brother- 
hood that moved us so short a time as three 
years ago. 


The first way is easy. We are fast pursuing 
it now. The other is strenuous. It needs a great 
rebirth of spirit which will be hard to gain after 
effort and emotional tension already protracted 
too long. It is the harder way by far, for the 
moment. But how can a so-called enlightened 
people take any other? 


Needed: A Public Conscience 


When Capt. Harold Stassen spoke before the 
Academy of Political Science in New York the 
other night, there was an echo of Wendell Will- 
kie in his words. 

His proposal for world control of the atomic 
bomb had imagination—imagination of the soar- 
ing kind Albert Einstein has called “more im- 
portant than knowledge.” There was boldness as 
well as truth in his consignment of “absolute na- 
tionalistic sovereignty” to “the same historical 
discard as the theory of the divine right of 
Kings.” There was statesmanship and vision in 
his discussion of scientific freedom, of a world- 
minded foreign policy, of the United Nations Or- 
ganization and the need to “contribute to its 
growth.” 

People listened to Willkie, -People will listen 
to Stassen if he will put on the mantle that has 


* been folded away since Willkie died and assume 


the role of public conscience—to the Administra- 
tion, to the voters, to his own party. There is a 
great weariness with the barnacled ideas of the 
Old Guard. The Deweys and Brickers, Hoovers 
and Landons are unheeded. But eyes and ears 
and thoughts can be opened by vigorous men 
who reject the past instead of coveting it. 

The Administration, unconfronted by any ring- 
ing challenge from a man of stature, has suffered 
from lack of forward thinking, lack of dynamism, 
a timidity on problems such as the atomic issue. 
It is time for another to do as Willkie did, to 
make the best possible use, between campaigns, 
of our two-party system by stimulating the pub- 
lic mind on every striking question, Stassen 
could do the job. Without such a one, our pub- 
lic life is impoverished. 
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No St. Louis Award 


The St. Louis Award Committee, after search- 
ing industriously from Baden to Carondelet, from 
Skinker to the river, for the citizen who con- 
tributed “the most outstanding service to the 
city’s development” or brought it greatest honor, 
has found no one worthy of its annual $1000 
accolade. 

What was wrong in the year ending june 30? 
Did the committee share the common trait of 
finding it hard to concentrate on events around 
Pierre Laclede’s old homestead while remote 
geography was hogging the headlines? Or were 
St. Louisans so busy officiating as armchair Gen- 
erals, watching the Cardinals, nursing Victory 
gardens, attending the movies or staying at home 


with a good book that they had no time to de-- 


velop any leadership in public affairs? 

It can’t be said that St. Louis, grand metropolis 
though it is, has no more of the tough problems 
that inspire community leadership. We haven't 
cleared the slums or provided the hordes of 
home-seekers with hearthstones of their own or 
unscrambled the traffic jams. We haven't found 
jobs enough for reconversion victims, figured 
out an efficient way of helping veterans get set- 
tled, provided adequate airport space for the 
needs of an Aviation Age, cleaned up the res- 
taurants or even exterminated the rats. 

The St, Louis Awardyis supposed both to honor 
and to create leadership. Perhaps its absence 
this year—really a subtlé\form of civic criticism 
—will do more to stimulate some energetic 
grappling with home-town *problems than would 
have been done by the usual formalities at the 
City Hall to proclaim a St. Louis Man of the 
Year.

War is more terrible than all the words of men ean say; more terrible than

It is the corpse of a friend; one moment ago a living human being with 
thoughts, hopes and a future—just exactly like yourself; now nothing. 


It is the eyes of men after battle, like muddy water, lightless. 


It is cities—labor of generations lost—now dusty piles of broken stones and 
splintered wood—dead. 


It is the total pain of a hundred million parted loved ones—some for always. 


It is the impossibility of planning a future; uncertainty that mocks every 
hoping dream. 


Remember! It is the reality of these things—not the words. 


It is sound of an exploding shell; a moment’s silence, then the searing 


scream “MEDIC!” passed urgently from throat to throat. 


It is the groans and the pain of the wounded, and the expressions on their 
faces. 


It is the sound of new soldiers crying before battle; the louder sound of 
their silence afterwards. 


It is the filth and itching and hunger; the endless body discomfort; the 


feeling like an animal; the fatigue so deep that to die would be good, 


It is battle, which is confusion, fear, hate, death, misery and much more. 


The reality-—not the words. Remember! 


It is the evil snickering knowledge that sooner or later the law of averages 
will catch up with each soldier, and the horrible hope that it will 
take the form of a wound, not maiming or death. 


It is boys of 19 who might be in the schoolroom or flirting in the park; 
husbands who might be telling their wives of a raise—terfder and 
happy-eyed; fathers who might be teaching their sons to throw a ball 
—bright with pride. It is these men, mouths and insides ugly with 
hate and fear, driving a bayonet into other men’s bodies. 


It is “battle fatigue,” a nice name for having taken more than the brain and 
heart can stand, and taking refuge in a shadowy unreal world. 


It is the maimed coming home; dreading pity, dreading failure, dreading 


life. 


It is many million precious years of human lives lost; and the watching of 
the loss day by day, month by month, year by year, until hope is an 


ugly sneering thing. 

Remember! Remember and multiply these things by the largest number you 
know. Then repeat them over and over again until they are alive and burn- 
ing in your mind, 

Remember! Remember what we are talking about. Not words; not soldiers; 

but human beings just exactly like yourself. 


And when it is in your mind so strongly that you can never forget, then 
seek how you can best keep peace. Work at this hard with every tool of 
thought and love you have. Do not rest until you can say to every man 
who ever died for man’s happiness: “You did not die in vain.”

Critic of Peace Plans 
Calls tor a New League 


“Let's Talk About the Peace,” by Henry G. Alsberg. 

(Hastings House, New York.) 

After the Dumbarton Oaks Conference, 
Mr. Alsberg sat down to evaluate the pro- 
posals drawn up there by the United Na- 
tions diplomats. He became convinced of 
the need for a broader, more effective pro- 
gram. This book is his answer to Dum- 
barton Oaks. 

Alsberg fears that the impending World 
Security Organization will be as feeble as 
the old League of Nations in preventing 
war. He suggests instead a federation of 
Western Europe and a new League. The 
latter would be composed of delegates elect- 
ed directly by the peoples of each member 
state and would seek to give full recogni- 
tion to minorities and subject nationalities, 

* * - 

The author has the background and ex- 
perience to write knowingly. He served in 
the American Embassy at Constantinople, 
was at Versailles in 1919 and in the 1920s 
traveled Europe extensively, as a reporter 
for British and American newspapers. 

Much of the merit this analysis could 
have had is lost because of several defects: 
(a) It was prepared in obvious haste and 
its timing could not have been worse. The 
book was written for the most part before 
completion of the San Francisco Charter 
and was in the presses when the Japanese 
surrendered. Thus it was outdated even 
before appearing on the bookstalls. (b) The 
writer fails to record the minutiae of his- 
tory accurately. Mistakes of dates, places, 
events, conclusions—some venial and some 
mortal—average almost one a page. (c) Als- 
berg seeks to cover this lack of exactitude 
through a frivolous style of writing. The 
terms “racket,” “dirty work,” “kayo” and 
“sucker” abound. 

* + + 

With all this dross, it is surprising to 
find occasional particles of pure gold. The 
chapter on the weaknesses of the old League 
has certain merit; the estimation of the 
shortcomings of the new world organiza- 
tion is valid. Alsberg points out that the 
small powers will still find themselves at 
the mercy of the great; disarmament is 
likely to continue to be as much of a dream 
as ever. He warns that victory must not 
be mere military superiority on the field 
of combat, but an entire readjustment of in- 
ternational relations to destroy the period- 
icity of war.

Situation Grave.

pets, were able to seize everything 
available, Hitler was unwilling, 
Halder says, to make further 
drains on the national manpower 
because of profound discontent on 
the home front over the Russian 
adventure, 

After the first few weeks the 
army group in the north had 
failed to make contact with the 
Finns and. the army group of the 
middle was fighting off frontal 
attacks based on Moscow, but the 
army group of the south, under 
Marshal von Rundstedt, with Ro- 
manian and Hungarian reinforce- 
ments, had Marshal Semeon 
Budyonny’s troops hanging on the 
ropes. 

The Army General Staff pre- 
pared and submitted to Hitler a 
memorandum arguing that the 
first and most pressing task was 
to defeat Marshal Semyon Timo- 
shenko’s forces and destroy Mos- 
cow as the center of gravity of 
Russian resistance. It pointed out 
the unbroken will of the enemy 
commanders, the battle spirit of 
the soldiers of the Moscow area, 
the feverish construction of posi- 
tions between that city and Smo- 
lensk and the mustering of great 
new formations east of Moscow. 


Hitler’s Furious Rebuke. 


Hitler exploded in fury and pre- 
pared a counter-memorandum full 
of insults. He declared “only 
minds fossilized by antiquated 
theories” could overlook the fact 
that the situation simply asked 
for decisive action against Bud- 
yonny which would open the way 
to the industrial area of the east- 
ern Ukraine with its coal and raw 
materials essential to Soviet war 
production. 

Then and there he ordered the 
strongest possible concentration 
of forces from the middle and 
south army groups to undertake a 
huge pincer .movement against 
Russian forces east of the Dnepr 
river. 

This was the so-called Battle of 
Kiev which Hitler named “my 
battle” and which in his opinion 
“finished Russia forever as a mili- 
ta ower.” 

He tina it and thereby, in Hald- 
er’s scientific judgment, lost the 
war in Russia. 

The Fuehrer directed factories 
to halt the production of muni- 
tions; for the army he ordered the 
demobilization of 40 divisions. 
Both orders later had to be can- 
celed. * 

Only after Kiev was the advance 
on Moscow permitted. By then 
German troops were notably 
fatigued, motor transport had 
been driven to the limit of endur- 
ance and winter, unusually early 

nd severe, set in. 
: In the meantime, Hitler had 
vetoed the army plan_of sending 
Russian captives of war into Ger- 
many and instead commanded 
Marshal Keitel to arrange to keep 
them on Russian soil. As a result, 
hosts of war prisoners died of cold 


and hunger. 
‘Kommissariat’ Swarms. 


Also, close behind the armies 
followed swarms of civilian ad- 
ministrators, mostly active party 
members, known as “Kommissar- 
jats.” who were bent on executing 
Hitler’s order to exterminate Jews 
and utilize to the utmost the re- 
sources in man power and ma- 
terials in the conquered regions. 
These savage measures, Halder 
records, virtually drove Russian 
civilians, until then quite co-opera- 
tive,~ into underground partisan 

vements. 
een the Army General Staff 
cast up its balance sheet for the 
first six month~ of the Russian 
campaign it was filled with dis- 
may. The myth of invincibility 
of the ‘-erman army was shat- 
tered, equipment worn out, the 
morale of troops low, communica 
tions menaced by a railway crisis, 
confidence in commanders lost, 
no reserves, all forces in the front

ot the other hand, the enemy 
armies were constantly multiply 
ing, fresh formations were ap- 
pearing filled with confidence. 

Gen. von Brauchitsch asked to 
be relieved of his post.

The reason was that Hitler had 
decided to install himself as corn- 
mander in chief of the army. Hit- 
ler announced this dcvisien to 
Halder during a tete-a-tete Dec.

considered the National Socialist 
education of the army the mcst 
important job of its commander 
in chief and did not know any 
general he could trust with the 
job. 


Halder and Hitler. 

Halder would continue as chief 
of the Army Geleral Staff direct- 
ly under Hitler; other depart- 
ments w uld pass to Keitel’s com- 


mand, 

This spelled the virtual end of 
the on-e mighty Army Supreme 
Command, absorbed at last by the 
Nazi rival, the Wehrmacht Su- 
preme Command. 

It was during this interview 
that Hitler uttered the - classic 
lamentrtion: “I have a National 
Socialist air force, a reactionary 
army and a Hoh-nzollern navy.” 

It was one of Halder’s duties 
to make a verbal report to the 
Fuehrer at noon each day. To 
his horror, Hitler in the middle 
of January, 1942, r posed under- 
taking a spring offensive. Halder 
was convinced the German army 
had just enough strength to main- 
tain a strategic def nse, The of- 
fensive was launched and bla- 
zoned by the Fuehrer’s entourage 
as “the greatest victory in his- 
tory.” For Halder it was merely 
a well-planned, successful with- 
drawal on the part of the Rus- 
sians. 

In the very midst of the attack 
the Fuehrer, alarmed by artful 
propaganda in the Allied press 
about the imminent invasion of 
France from the British Isles, de- 
tached a number of his best di- 
visions and hurried them to the 


English Channel. 


Halder Has Enough. 

When Hitler insisted on pro- 
nouncing all Soviet triumphs “con- 
vulsions of the dying Russian, 
Halder says he decided enough 
was sufficient. He could plead 
neither old age nor ill health so 
he decided to irritate the Fuehrer 
into throwing him out. His fa- 
vorite device, he says, was to de- 
liver sober and quiet expositions 
on the Russians’ monthly output 
of tanks and the enormous volume 
of Russian man power. 

These statistics never failed to 
throw Hitler into “paroxysms of 
raving madness.” 

The Fuehrer would respond: 
“It is not expert knowledge that 
counts but the fervor of National 
Socialist beliefs. But after all, 
that is more than one should ex- 
pect from a soldier of the old 
school like yourself.” 

As his parting word the Fuehrer 
bade Halder think that “the secret 
of Moltke’s success was the ardor 
of his monarchic convictions.” 
The dismissed officer was al- 
ready informed that his successor 
would be Gen. Kurt Zeitzler, a 
staff officer who had long been 
close to’ the Nazi party and who 
was strongly recommended by 
Goering. Zeitzler was destined in 
turn to be replaced by Col. Gen. 
Heinz Guderian and later by Gen. 
Hans Krebs. 

As he quit Hitler’s presence for- 
ever Halder reflected grimly that 
a historian writing a record of 
Hitler’s career would need the 
collaboration of a psychologist and 
a doctor.

'Why Can't We Work Together in Mutual Trust?’

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In the thirty-sixth article of 
his series, Gen, Wainwright to- 
day continued the story of 
American officers who cou- 
rageously rebelled against their 


treatment in captivity, and out- 
lines the beginning of his trip 
to Manchuria—last milestone of 
his long captivity.

HE heartless Japs at Shira- 
Tera prison camp quickly took 
steps to punish my brave offi- 
cers who stood up for their rights 
under the Geneva Convention and 
refused to engage in menial work. 


These officers were no longer 
permitted to lie or sit on their 
bunks before bedtime. They could 
not assemble in groups of more 
than two. They could not visit 
outside their barracks. All their 
entertainment was canceled. Two 
or three times every night they 
were routed out of bed, had to 
dress, go to the parade grounds 
and stand a roll call. They were 
always kept waiting in the dark 
for a Jap officer to appear. When 
they were dismissed they came 
back, undressed, went back to bed 
for another hour or two, and then 
were summoned again. 


Then the Japs declared that a 
sanitation emergency existed, 
involving the health of the entire 
camp, and ordered our officers to 
cut out all grass, brush and trees 
in a large area around the camp. 
This was their program to destroy 
mosquito-breeding areas. The 
Americans were worked harder 
than they had ever been worked 
on ‘he Shirakawa farm, but, since 
they were being punished, they 
were not given the “work rice” 
they earned and so desperately 
needed. All began to lose weight 
at an alarming rate. 


At one of their worst times dur- 
ing this period, with the older of- 
ficers hardly able to do more than 
stand, the Japs authorized the 
slaughter of one pig each week. 
Those pigs had been bought and 
raised by our men, including the 
officers who were now being made 
to work against all covenants and 
their wishes. 


But when the first pig was 
butchered the Japs took all the 
best cuts, gave the remaining parts 
to the enlisted men, who of course 
were still working. 


One fantastically cruel month 
followed another, and still our of- 
ficers held out on the strength of 
sheer American fortitude and will- 
power. Ravenous as they were, 
they even came to laugh at the ef- 
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forts of the Japs to break them 
down, 

Toward the end of their fearful 
ordeal, two representatives of the 
Protective Powers visited the 
Shirakawa camp. The Geneva 
Convention provides that belliger- 
ent governments shall designate 
some neutral government to act 
as their representative in dealing 
with the enemy nation in matters 
concerning prisoners of war. 
Switzerland was the Protective 
Power for the United States and 
British prisoners. Sweden repre- 
sented the Dutch. A Swiss and a 
Swedish delegate made the trip to 
the camp. 

The Japs, forewarned, of course, 
appointed certain spokesmen to 
speak for our men at this meeting, 
which naturally made it farcical, 
because the true purpose of such 
meetings is for the Protective 
Power to determine if the captor 
nation is living up to the provision 
of the Convention. The American 
spokesmen were told in advance 
exactly what they must say to the 
Swiss and Swede. They were for- 
bidden to discuss anything of con- 
sequence concerning the camp. 
Before the Protective Powers ar- 
rived the Japs rounded wp all the 
starvlings in the area, ordered 
them to go inside the barracks, 
wash and put on their best re- 
maining clothes. 

The American officers selected 
to speak with the Swiss had so 
little to say, except to look the 
man in the eye and invite his at- 
tention to their haggard bodies, 
that the meeting broke up much 
sooner than the Japs had antici- 
pated. In leaving the camp, there- 
fore, the Swiss and Swedish dele- 
gates ran into a group of our 
dirty, disheveled, starved officers 
returning from their forced work 
in the fields. The Japs did their 
best to run the men to cover be- 
fore the representatives of the 
Protective Powers could see them, 
but they failed. Our officers just 
stood there in their sweaty breech- 
cloths and let themselves be seen. 
The Swiss delegate attempted to 
say something to an American ma- 
jor general, but before the Ameri- 
can could answer more than a 
word or two he was brushed aside 
and sent indoors. 

Nothing good ever came of this 
tragic meeting, If the Swiss did 


render his report, it was ignored. 


The ordeal of our courageous of- 
ficers at Shirakawa ended on Oc- 
tober 1, 1944. At 3 o’clock that 
afternoon they, along with cer- 
tain British and Dutch officers, 
were peremptorily ordered to pack 
their belongings and were told 
they would be sent to Japan the 
next day. 

The small group of senior offi- 
cers and orderlies, to which I was 
attached, joined the courageous 
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men of Shirakawa early in Octo- 
ber 1944, in Japan. And together 
we proceeded toward Manchuria. 
We had no way of knowing it, 
but this was to be the last mile- 
post of our long travail. All we 
knew when told that we would be 
sent far north was the sinking 
feeling a man gets when he learns 
that his prison sentence has been 
prolonged, Had we been kept in 
the Philippines we even would 
have been free men, For Douglas, 
true to his promise to me on Cor- 
regidor two days before he left for 
Australia, had come back ... 
come back with a great fleet to 
support him and manpower be- 
yond the dreams of defeated com- 
manders such as: ourselves. 


However, we were far from the 
Philippines by that time. 

Before I was permitted to leave 
Muksaq for the new prison in the 
north, my personal belongings un- 
derwent their most complete 
search by the Japs. I previously 
saw such inspection being made 
of the personal letters and docu- 
ments of other men, so I burned 
certain possessions of mine which 
I did not care for the Japs to see 
or seize. 

When my turn came on my final 
day at Muksaq the Japs took from 
me my lengthy written report of 
the Bataan operations and the 
supporting reports of my division 
commanders, together wtih several 
valuable maps which had some- 
how escaped earlier probings of 
my effects, 

I saved my little black diary and 
a file of personal and official pa- 
pers by means of a bit of sleight- 
of-hand. My orderly, Sgt. Hubert 
Carroll had just had his own per- 
sonal baggage thoroughly checked. 
Before the inspectors could get to 
me, however, I was able to slip 
the diary and file to him. He hid 
it in his already checked baggage, 
and in this way I was able to keep 
it. 

We entrucked at Muksaq at 10 
p.m. on Oct. 5, 1944, were taken 
to Taihoku, put on a train and 
got under way at 11 p.m. We 
were in that miserable train all 
night and until noon the next day, 
by which time my sacroiliac 
trouble was aggravated to a point 
where I more than needed the 
old light walking stick which Gen, 
MacArthur had given me, 


Our, destination proved to be 
the town of Heito, near the south- 
ern tip of Formosa. Here we were 
transferred to a narrow-guage 
railway used for hauling sugar 
cane, for we were in the midst of 
the principal sugar-raising district 
of the Japanese Empire. The 
train took us eight or 10 miles to 
a thoroughly vile prisoner-of-war

prisoners, mostly British but with 
a number of Americans, returning 
from work in the fields. They 
were little more than skin and 
bone, some of their depleted bodies 
bronzed and some of them hor- 
ribly burned by the sun. They 
were the very epitome of human 
bondage, and standing’ there 
watching them drag themselves to 
their cup of rice Moved me to 
helpless tears. 

Our group was then loudly or- 
dered to line up before the most 
savage-looking Jap lieutenant I 
ever saw. We counted off, and 
then were taken to a long, low- 
roofed bamboo shack, with sleep- 
ing benches on the dirt floors. 


We were given no midday meal. 
A surly Jap soldier led one of 
us to the opening of the shack 
to show us our sanitary arrange- 
ments. Outside was a bucket of 
dirty water for washing (we were 
grimy from the long and dirty 
train rides) and a reeking wooden 
tub partly filled with human ex- 
crement and urine, 

I saw the enslaved men limp 
back at dusk that evening and 
lie in an irrigation ditch in com- 
plete weariness, and my mind was 
filled with them that night as I 
tried to find sleep on the hard 
bench that was my bed, 

We had lost most of the niceties 
of civilized living by this stage 
of our captivity, but few of us 
were able to stomach the sanitary 
arrangements the Japs provided 
at this camp. 


Daylight was a blessing for all 
of us. We got up, finished dress- 
ing, and were fed a little rice and 
transparent soup. We were then 
told to shoulder our belongings 
again, were formed and marched 
to the entrance of the camp, 
where the despotic-looking Jap 
lieutenant roughly searched us. 
We were then given one of those 
impossibly puerile orders which 
the Japs dote upon, such as our 
orders at Karenko to refrain from

They marched us to the narrow- 
gauge railway again and we were 
taken back to Heito, put in trucks 
and moved to its airport.

My back ‘was so bad by this time 
that Sgt. Carroll had to help me 
with my luggage and assist me in 
getting into the plane, but I was 
relieved to get away from Heito.

vised and improved. We are, how- 
ever, seeing two highly danger- 
ous trends in public thinking. 

An increasingly noisy number of 
propagandists insist, because of 
existing international difficulties, 
that these constitute conclusive 
evidence that the United Nations 
Organization cannot succeced. 
They urge that we must conse- 
quently maintain vast armaments, 
and oceupy bases, even those of 
our allies, all over the world. This 
is nothing more than an imperial- 
istic development of that same 
policy of isolation which was so 
directly responsible for the sec- 
ond world war. 

Hysterical Doctrines. 

Another group, also rapidly 
growing in number, maintains 
that there can be no hope of our 
survival in this atomic age unless 
national sovereignties are scrapped 
and a world republic is immedi- 
ately instituted. According to 
them, the United Nations Charter 
must be discarded before it even 
begins to function. 

The oniy way in which such 
hysterial and defeatist doctrines 
as these can be checked, and pub- 
lic confidence in the charter can 
be stimulated, is for the United 
States to take the leadership in 
putting the United Nations Or- 
ganization to work, and in seeing 
to it that it succeeds. 

No step at this time could be 
more helpful than for the Con- 
gress before the end of the pres- 
ent year to fix the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the United States 
representative on the Security 
Council and to-intrust him with 
the necessary authority to carry 
out our national obligation to co- 
operate in preventing war. 

This would be positive action. It 
would tend to dispel the persistent 
belief on the part of other peoples 
that the American government is 
long on professions of self-right- 
eousnéss, but lamentably short on 
action when its help is needed to 


forward. Yet the reason is easy 


maintain world peace, 

President Truman’s recent 
speech on foreign policy tended 
again to reinforce that fatal in- 
clination on the part of the Amer- 
ican people to believe that the 
mere pronouncement of pious 
principles is all that is needed to 
make those principles come into 
operation. The President’s address 
also offered no hope that any real 
understanding between the Soviet 
Union and the United States was 
as yet in the making. 

Fortunately, however, the ad- 
ministration already is sponsoring 
in the Senate legislation which 
will delegate authority to the 
American representative on the 
Security Council. 

(The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved last Wednes- 
day an administration bill by 
Chairman Connally of Texas im- 
plementing the United Nations 
Organization.) 

On Oct. 11 Congressman Koppel- 
mann, of Connecticut, introduced 
a joint resolution which is well 
worthy of consideration. 

Koppelmann’s resolution pro 
vides in Section 1 and in Section 
5 (a) that the American repre- 
sentative on the Security Council 
shall have authority, provided he 
is so instructed by the President, 
to pledge, subject to the special 
agreements made under Article 43 
of the Charter of the United Na- 
tions, such part of the armed 
force of the United States as may 
be required to enforce the de- 
cisions of the Security Council 
when the Council decides that the 
use of force is necessary to main- 
tain or restore international peace 
and security. 

Section 2 provides that any 
pledge of the use of the armed 
forces of the United States which 
may be given by the American 
delegate on the Security Council 
shall not only be binding on this 
government, but shall also be im- 
mediately implemented by the ap- 
propriate American authorities, 


Only Police Activity. 


Section 3 makes it clear that any 
such use of the armed forces of 
the United States “sha be re- 
garded as being in the nature of 
international police activities for 
the prevention of warfare through 
the exercise of joint international 
responsibility,” and that the joint 
resolution conferring these powers 
on the American representative 
“shall not be regarded as in any 
way abrogating or altering the 
constitutional right of the Con- 
gress of the United States to de 
clare war.” 


Finally, Section 5(b) of the reso- 
lution obliges the President to 
provide the Congress with com- 
plete information concerning any 
decision which the Security Coun- 
cil may make under Article 42 of 
the Charter, and which involves 
the use of armed force, 

If, the Congress will promptly 
enact legislation of this kind, the 
United States will be able to give 
the United Nations Organization 
that kind of concrete support 
which it greatly needs at this mo- 
ment. Such a step will also help 
to convince public opinion in the 


other United Nations that the 
people of the United States are de- 
termined to act as well as to talk 
in order to maintain world peace, 
and in order to make international 
Organization succeed.

“Anyone can join our movement, 
except men with criminal records,” 
said Giannini in an _ interview. 
“Fascists? We were all Fascists 
in Italy at one time or another. 
Purged men, or those who are on 
purge lists, are welcomed in our 
organization.” 

He added: “Nobody in the world 
knows what totalitarianism is bet- 
ter than Italians who had it for 
25 years. That is what we want 
to avoid now.” 

Opposed by Leftists. 

The strength of the movement is 
perhaps best illustrated by the bit- 
ter opposition it hag drawn from 
Italian Leftists. At recent Com- 
munist and Socialist mass meet- 
ings speakers attacked L’Uomo 
Qualunque even more than the 
monarchy. Giannini says threats 
on his life are made every day. 

L'Uomo Qualunque publishes a 
weekly newspaper bearing the 
same name, On its masthead is 
a large cartoon of a “common 
man” being squeezed in a vise. 
Giannini described it as the larg- 
est newsvaper-in Italy, with a cir- 
culation of 500,000. He said the 
newsprint is purchased largely on 
the black market. There are fre- 
quent reports of the paper being 
seized on newsstands and burned. 

Giannini founded the newspaper 
late in 1944 and in three editori- 
als early this year appealed to 
the Liberal (Conservative) party 
to embrace his political program. 
When he received a cold shoulder 
from the Liberals, who are repre- 
sented in Ferruccio Parri’s coali- 
tion government, Giannini decided 
to “create a party of my own,” 
and announced his intention last 
August. 

Political Program. 

He defined his political program 
as support for what he called an 
“administrative state’ which will 
protect private property, “guaran- 
tee safety of life, impose no ideol- 
ogies and abstain from world poli- 
tics.” He added that “Italy will 
be incapable of engaging in inter- 
national politics for at least 30 
years.” 

While denying reports that the 
movement was subsidized by the 
monarchy, which is fighting for 
survival, Giannini indirectly ad- 
mitted that L’Uomo Qualunque 
supported the crown, declaring, 
“Tl believe that any republic 
formed in Italy today would ber 
come a Communist republic and 
that would be totalitarianism 
again.” |

Following the last war he worked 
briefly on newspapers, but spent 
most of the Fascist generation 
writing plays, mainly detective 
thrillers. 
According to the newspaper, he 
was a Fascist party member from 
1941 to July 25, 1943, when Musso- 
lini was overthrown. 

In 1942, Giannini’s 22-year-old 
son was killed in a plane crash. 
“My political movement was born 
with his death,” Giannini said. 
“The war was caused by 100 in- 
ternational imbeciles. No people 
ever wants war—it is caused by 
their leaders. That is what we 
want to avoid.”

THE 
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The Corporal Is a Man of Peace, 
But His Heroism on Battlefield 
Won Him Nation's Highest Honor

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 10 


HILE flickers of light 
through the isinglass 
windows of the stove 
picked out the faded pink 
chrysanthemums in the pat- 
terns of the rug on the floor, 
soft-spoken, almost bashful 
Cpl. Desmond Doss _ rocked 
himself in his cane-back rock- 
er. His withered left arm, torn 
almost to pleces by shrapnel 
on Okinawa, lay cradled in 
his lap. With his right hand 
he fingered a medal, a bronze 
star surrounded by a green 
laurel wreath, suspended 
from a bronze bar inscribed 
“valor” and surmounted by 
an eagle. The medal was the 
Congressional Medal of Hon- 
or. And for the first time in 
nited States history, this 
nation’s highest decoration 
had gone to a conscientious 
objector. It had been pre- 
sented at the White House 
by President Truman himself 
to this quiet young corporal 
who now sat rocking himself 
and talking of the 15 months 
he spent as an army medical 
corpsman on Guam, Leyte 
and Okinawa. 

In his year and _e three 
months in the Pacific with 
the Seventy-seventh Infantry 
(New York’s own) Division, 
26-year-old Doss performed 
so many feats of heroism on 
the battlefields while saving 
his wounded buddies that his 
name became a symbol for 
gallantry to his division. The 
stories about this man whose 
religion would not allow him 
to shoulder a gun, but who 
showed a serene recklessness 
in the face of death, have be- 
come almost a legend with 
his outfit. To Doss, the ex- 
planation of everything he 
did in this war is quite 
simple. Of his refusal to 
bear arms, he says: “It’s right 
there in the Ten Command- 
ments. Thou shalt no kill.” 


Of his request for assign- 
ment to the front lines as an 
aid man or litter bearer, he 
says: “In Luke, ninth chapter, 
fifty-sixth verse, you will find 
these words: ‘The Son of Man 
is not come to destroy men’s 
lives, but to save them.’” 

A Seventh Day Adventist, 
“Doss wishes that folks would 
think of him and other Ad-

shells burst. And then I said 
I hoped that God would find 
us all prepared to meet our 
Maker and if any of us 
weren't prepared, I hoped he 
would realize why we weren't 
and be sort of easy on us.” 


The platoon came through 
that battle without a scratch 
and somehow the word of his 
little prayer meeting reached 
the ears of the battalion com- 
mander and began to filter 
on back through to réegiment- 
al and division levels. Pretty 
soon, men who had known 
Doss through Guam and Leyte 
began to recall some pretty 
miraculous things that had 
happened when he was around, 
Eventually the division began 
gathering up these stories 
about this mild-mannered 
medic who would walk right 
into enemy small arms and 
mortar fire to give first aid 
to his wounded buddies; who 
would, if his outfit had been 
forced to retreat, go beyond 
the existing front lines to 
care for the wounded left 
there in the retreat.

When the roster of stories 
about Doss was complete, it 
was an amazing saga of valor. 
There were the stories about 
Guam—how he ran over mines 
and booby traps to take care 
of wounded men; how he 
was cautioned by his com- 
mander, who was left blink- 
ing when Doss replied: “Sorry, 


wouldn’t let that Jap pull the 
trigger on Doss?” 

Doss got through Guam and 
Leyte without a scratch, Then 
came Okinawa and _ “four 
wounds. The first two wounds 
he treated himself and kept 
right on going. His fame kept 
on going too. One day last 
April he was going up a 400- 
foot escarpment with an as- 
saulting infantry battalion. At 
the top the battalion was 


stopped by a withering storm. 


of artillery, mortar and rifle 
fire. Doss knew he was in a 
tough spot but he stayed at 
the top of that peak, exposed 
for hours, and lowered 75 
wounded men to safety before 
he climbed down himself. 
* 

The men of Doss’ outfit had 
begun to believe that he led 
a charmed life. Then a Jap 
tossed a hand grenade be- 
tween his legs and Dess was 
seriously wounded. This was 
at 3 o’clock in the morning 
and he was picked up by aid 
men, but when they tried to 
carry him back he saw a man 
wounded more seriously than 
himself and crawled off the 
litter. While treating himself, 
a shell from a Jap tank burst 
nearby and shattered his left 
arm. Official army records 
tell the story this way: “On 
May 21, Cpl. Doss was wound- 
ed by an enemy grenade, In- 
Stead of calling another aid 
man from the safety of his 
foxhole, Doss treated his own 
wounds and gave himself a 
shot of morphine when the 
pain became too great, Litter 
bearers reached him in the 
morning, almost six hours lat- 
er. After they carried him 
about 50 yards, the litter bear- 
ers were halted momentarily 
by bursts of mortar fire. Doss 
crawled off the litter and told 
the aid men to take more Se- 
riously wounded men in first. 

“He was wounded a second 
time while he lay there. He 
bound a rifle stock to his 
shattered arm to form a splint 
and crawled to the aid sta- 
tion, despite his wounds.” 

The War Department’s rec- 
ords of Doss’ acts of bravery 
would make a full-length. 
movie, but the corporal is not 
now interested in what’s gone 
before. All he wants now is 
to somehow find his niche in 
civilian life. 

“T cain’t no longer be a car- 
penter,” he _ smiles_ softly. 
“This arm ain’t never goin’ 
to be all right.”

The Army was not an easy 
place for Doss in the begin- 
ning. He was something of 
an oddity—a young man who 
didn’t smoke, drink, cuss, play 
cards. He knew nothing of 
the world; had worked as a 
carpenter in his home town of 
Lynchburg, Va.; later as a 
joiner in the shipyards at 
Newport News. Moreover, he 
was a young man with deep 
religious convictions which he 
never tried to hide. But some- 
how in those nerve-racking 
weeks on Guam and Leyte 
and Okinawa, “Des” Doss 
came to command the respect 
of even the toughest, the most 
hard-bitten guys of the fight- 
ing Seventy-seventh. 

And his triumph came, not 
when the President of the 
United States hung about his 
neck the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, but in, to him, a 
hallowed few seconds before 
a certain battle on Okinawa. 
The lieutenant commanding 
the platoon to which hg was 
assigned as first-aid man, 
called his m@gn together and 
announced: “Guys, Doss is 
going to have a word of pray- 
er with you.” This request 
for prayer came as pretty 
much surprise to Doss.

Then there was Leyte: it 
was there Doss lost his best 
buddy—another medic. Hear- 
ing that his buddy was hit, 
Doss took another medic and 
went up front to hunt for his 
buddy and take care of other 
wounded. One man he found 
had a head injury. Doss 
washed the blood out of the 
man’s eyes and later when 
asked if he didn’t know that 
the Japs were shooting at 
them out in that open rice 
field, he replied: “No, I guess 
I didn’t.” 
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Doss found his buddy, and, 
with the aid of the other 
medic, for an hour dragged 
him back to within sight of 
the aid station when the Japs 
opened up again. The Japs 
got his buddy this time, the 
other medic caught a shrapnel 
slug in the spine, but Doss 
came through without injury. 
Then there was the testimony 
of a sergeant who saw a man 
fall to the bullet of a Jap 
sniper. Lying on open ground, 
this man marked the target 
for any medic who tried to 
get to him. But Doss got 
there. And he got the man 
back. Later when the division 
began gathering up stories 
about Doss and the hard-bit- 
ten sergeant Was asked his 
explanation of how Doss es- 
caped without being picked 
off by the Jap sniper, the ser- 
geant replied in a curiously 
soft voice: “How can you ex- 
plain except that God

NEW YORK, Nov. 10 


RESOUNDING echo of the 
pistol shot that marked the 
end of the life and the fan- 
tastic financial career of Ivar 
Kreuger by his own hand, is rum- 
bling through the marble halls of 
the United States District Court 
here. 

Once estimated in almost untold 
millions, the assets of the Inter- 
national] Match Corporation, chief 
industry of the hollow empire 
created by the Swedish “Match 
King,” have dwindled to a rela- 
tively paltry $37,000,000 in the light 
of the 13-year-old scrutiny by the 
Irving Trust Co. receiver and 
trustee in bankruptcy for the 
firm. 

To satisfy creditors’ claims, 
amounting originally to more than 
$1,100,000,000, the Irving Trust Co., 
engaged in a search for vanished 
assets that was almost as far- 
flung as the bizarre operations of 
Kreuger, himself, whose vast 
transactions made him a citizen 
of the world. In fact, the fictiti- 
ous character of some of them 
would entitle him to citizenship in 
the mythical Kingdom of Grau- 
stark. When investigation was 
made of the claimed resources of 
his pyramided companies, it was 
disclosed that some were forged 
government bonds, others had 
been stolen outright by the fi- 
nancier and still others had never 
existed at all except in the fraudu- 
lently prepared financial state- 
ments of the company. 

To recover and liquidate assets 
of the Krueger empire which will 
net creditors approximately 32 
cents on the dollar, emissaries of 
the Irving Trust Co., traveled to 
Algeria, Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark, Esthonia, Finland, Ger- 
many, Guatemala, Hungary, Italy, 
Jugosiavia, Latvia, Mexico, Nor- 
way, Poland, the Philippines, Ro- 
mania, Spain, Turkey and to the 
tiny principality of Liechtenstein. 
Oddly enough it was by means of 
his continental investment A. G., 
incorporated under the laws of 
that little nation, that Kreuger 
drew much of his loot. 


“It was one of the principal 
vehicles through which Kreuger 
conducted his frauds,” the receiv- 
er’s report of this strange inter- 
national bankruptcy case set forth. 
“Numerous fictitious assets, al- 
leged securities having no exist- 
enee, were at times shown by its 
books as owned by it and having 
substantial value.” 

By the fraudulent pretenses of 
this and other companies, equally 
empty, Kreuger preserved a credit 
rating so gilt-edged that he had 
nearly persuaded a group of Amer- 
ican bankers to advance him 
$3,000,000 just before he returned 
to his Paris apartment and fired 
a 45-calibre automatic pistol point 
blank at his own heart. 

To say that this shot was heard 
with trepidation around the world, 
is hardly an exaggeration. As ac- 
customed as was the public to 
wizards of finance and industry 
during the inflationary period be- 
fore 1929, the Kreuger dynasty 
was still astonishing to contem- 
plate. When his suicide in March, 
1932, signaled the scandalous dis- 
closures to follow, there were few 
who could teally believe that his 
structure was as rotten as others 
which had crashed in the preced- 
ing days of depression. 

Through the gigantic holding 
company of Kreuger and Toll, 
Kreuger sold more than $560,000,- 
000 worth of stock in more than 
140 subsidiaries, including Inter- 
national Match Corp., principal 
trap for American investors who 
lost more than $250,000,000, 

As a matter of. fact, Krueger 
organized so many subsidiaries, 
many of them merely holding 
companies with no direct earning

capacity of their own, that even 
his own associates did not learn 
of their existence until the re- 
ceiver in bankruptcy began ex- 
ploration. When these concerns 
were searched for material assets 
set forth on elaborate financial 
balance sheets, it was found that 
most of them-—like the product of 
the International Match Corpora- 
tion had gone up in smoke. 

Just what Kreuger did with the 
immense sums he embezzled Has 
never been clearly established. It 
is reasonably assumed, however, 
that in his Ponzi-like efforts to 
sustain the flimsy structure, he 
had disposed of most of it through 
speculation and by payment of 
high dividends to conceal the 
dwindling income of his many 
businesses. It was said that he 
engaged in large transactions on 
16 different stock exchanges, 


Until his death at 52 years of 
age, Kreuger lived lavishly but 
not extravagantly for a man of 
his enormous means. He began 
his career as a structural ‘steel

made him one of the wealthiest 
men in the world and a dominant 
figure, not only in the match in- 
dustry, but in industrial fields 
that embraced banks, iron, lum- 
ber, paper, power, real estate, 
communications, and finance, 
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HEN investigators began to 
unravel the tangled affairs 
of the International Match 
Corporation in behalf of American 
creditors, it was found that the 
company, Which had listed assets 
of more than $220,000,000, had pre- 
cisely $9881 cash on hand, Most 
other assets that might eventually 
prove tangible were in foreign 
lands. Among them were loans to 
governments made by the Kreuger 
firms, usually in return for the 
match monopoly concession in the 
nation. 

The validity of many of the 
loans was unquestionable. One of 
them enabled Kreuger to make 
his largest single haul when he 
began to steal from his companies 
on a large scale. He “‘lifted’’ $50,- 
000,000 in German bonds from the 
assets of one firm and pledged 
them to obtain money for his own 
personal use. Other loans were 
figments of Krueger’s own imagi- 
nation.

Investigators for the receivers 
found the bonds and papers con- 
cerning that concession. Both 
were forgeries crudely executed by 
the financial “wizard.” In brief, 
the Irving Trust Co., researchers 
quickly learned what few had sus- 
pected—that this shrewd indus- 
trialist, benefactor of nations, 
charming bachelor, and able or- 
ganizer was in truth a common 
thief, consummate liar and a be- 
trayer of solemn trusts, He had 
lived alone, seemingly self-suffi- 
cient, and had served to create 
an aura of mystery and awe about 
his very existence. The reason 
for his lonely life was now evi- 
dent. There was no one to whom 
he could trust his intimate 
thoughts. 


Under this unprecedented re- 
ceivership proceeding, the Irving 
Trust Co., was compelled to make 
a thorough study of the match in- 
dustry.

r #4 HE LOST WEEKEND,” 
T one of the most unusual 
films to come out of Holly- 
wood in some time, was cooked up 
by a couple of enterprising gentle- 
men named Billy Wilder and 
Charles Brackett, who took 
Charles Jackson's novel of the 
game name and turned it into an 
unorthodox piece of screen fare 
which is currently paying off big 
returns at the box-office tills 
around the country. 

Wilder and Brackett’s cinematic 
version of this story of a dipso- 
maniac who got an armful of 
liquor and went on a five-day 
binge has definitely established 
the boys as a big-time Hollywood 
writing and directing team and 
has shoved them into the positions 
ence occupied in this town by 
such eccentric duos as Ben Hecht 
and Charley MacArthur and Gene 
Towne and Graham Baker. 

The boys in the know around 
Hollywood were not surprised 
when “The Lost Weekend” turned 
out to be a screen best seller. 
Wilder and Brackett had collab- 
orated a year or so ago on a little 
number called “Double Indem- 
nity,” which also rang the finan- 
cial gong at the box office in @ 
big way, and had become the fair- 
haired boys around Paramount 
and naturally in line for the job 
of making a screen version of a 
story like “The Lost Weekend” 
when it came up, 
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Wilder, who directed the picture, 
turned out a job which reminds 
the adult moviegoer of the era 
beyond compare, when actors were 
pantomimists and silence kept up 
to the clinch against the sunset, 
Wilder even leaned backward, and 
gave the film a shade less dia- 
logue than there was in the story, 
which was mostly mind working 
and description. It almost killed 
him, he says, because it was prac- 
tically all interior drama and 
shock stuff done by gesture, walk 
and looks, Almost every moment 
he had to squelch that impulse to 
work in some dialogue, which 
would have been easier on himself 
and everybody else, especially Ray 
Milland, the hero of this protract- 
ed souse, who is only now getting 
over the strain. 


A big chunk of the story was 
filmed in New York, where the 
yarn was set and, strangely 
enough, only a handful of people 
knew what was going on, day aft- 
er day, up and down Third ave- 
nue between Fifty-fifth and 122nd 
street. To do it on Third avenue 
was all Wilder’s idea. Why spend 
a couple of million building 40 
blocks of Third avenue on the 
Paramount back lot, he asked, 
when there was the real thing to 
be got for nothing right in New 
York—only 3000 miles away? 
Wilder’s logic being remorseless 
at times, the studio gave in to 
him, and he packed off for Man- 
hattan with a covey of camera- 
men and players. 

They all survived, but what they 
went through makes them hope 
they’ll never have to do it again.

Despite the fact that Wilder and 
Brackett had proved that their 
cinematic eccentricities could 
make good, Paramount executives, 
at the outset, were not at all sure 
that “The Lost Weekend” would 
be met with wide acclaim. The 
filming ‘of the production was 
touch-and-go for a few weeks be- 
fore they finally gave in and told 
the boys to go ahead. That was 
all Wilder and Brackett needed. 
They turned themselves loose on 
the Jackson novel and roughed 
out a sketch of a drama, merely a 
lot of notes, and began filming 
from that. They hadn't even both- 
ered to have a script typed up. 

Wilder chuckles gleefully at this 
Situation. “The studio couldn't 
take the story out of our hands 
and give it to somebody else,” he 
says, “Because there wasn’t any 
story. We just made it up as we 
went along.’ 

Shortly after it was completed, 
‘The Lost Weekend” was tried out 
on an atidience in an obscure San 
Francisco movie house, It came 
as a surprise to the audience 
which wasn't trained, like similar 
ones in Hollywood, to expect a 
sneak showing almost any old 
place—even in a super market or 
a night club. Although it was 
after midnight when the film 
flashed on the screen, nobody in 
the house made a motion to leave. 
Wilder, sitting in the back row to 
get the audience reaction, squirmed 
in his seat as Milland, with the 
full effects of his souse upon him, 
staggered down the street under 
the weight of his typewriter. He 
braced himself for the shock if the 
audience should laugh. 

“They didn’t,” says Wilder, “and 
I almost fainted with relief. 
Brackett and I had been worried 
only about that one scene. If 
they didn’t laugh, and took it seri- 
ously, we knew we were in.” 

Even that midnight success 
didn’t satisfy the pair. For three 
months they worked over ‘their 
baby, cutting, re-editing and re- 
arranging and trying it out on 
their friends who, as the job went 
on, began to feel like laboratory 
subjects, 

One of those friends (numbered 
among the original ten whom 
Wilder gays they make pictures 
for) is an insurance salesman. 
Another is a janitor on the Para- 
mount lot. Still another is a bar- 
tender at a popular Hollywood 
night spot. 

“They're my closest friends and 
severest critics,” says Wilder of 
these rather unfortunate gentle- 
men who sometimes have to sit 
through 25 or 30 re-edited cuts of 
a Wilder and Brackett picture be- 
fore the boys are satisfied that 
the film is in the bag. “But they're

HEN the Air Transport Com- 

mand completed the first of 

its routine, weekly round-the- 
world flights in Washington, D. C., 
a few weeks ago, one of the inter- 
ested bystanders was Leslie P. 
Arnold, vice president of Eastern 
Airlines, until recently a colonel 
in the Air Forces. 

As the big plane circled the 
field and settled down to a grace- 
ful landing, Arnold’s mind flashed 
back to a similar scene in the 
same city more than 20 years pre- 
viously. On that occasion, he and 
five other Army flyers were the 
center of interest. They were com- 
ing in to pay their respects to the 
President of the United States 
after completing the first globe- 
circling flight in the world’s his- 
tory. 

Tight-lipped, cautious Calvin 
Coolidge, backed up by his entire 
cabinet—Secretary Hoover in high 
collar, bearded Charles Evans 
Hughes, suave Andy Mellon, tall, 
angular Hubert Work, and others 
—was at. the field to shake the 
hands of the men who had com- 
pleted the astounding flight in the 
astounding time of 171 days. The 
recent ATC trip, by contrast, was 
polished off in 151 hours, 

“We flew 28,000 miles at the 
amazing speed of 72 miles an 
hour,” said Arnold, as he settled 
back in a deep chair in his suite 
at Hotel Coronado. Affable, genial, 
and easy spoken, he impressed as 
being typical of the successful 
American business executive, a 
good mixer and a driver of good 
bargains. 

He still has the keen-eyed, firm- 
jawed look that he had when pic- 
tured in 1924 as a handsome and 
dashing young lieutenant of the 
United States Army. 

“At the time the flight just 
seemed like a lot of hard work,” 
Arnold said, smilingly. “When we 
looked back on it a few years 
later, however, we admitted we'd 
had a whale of a good time and 
wouldn’t have missed it for any- 
thing in the world.

The two that did complete 
the journey'suffered weather set- 


backs, engine troubles, and a va- 
riety of dangers. Landing fields 
of that day were far different 
from those that now dot the world, 


In the flagship—the Chicago~ 
were Lt. Arnold and the comman- 
der of the flight, Lt. Lowell Smith, 
who was killed recently in a horse- 
back riding accident. Five months 
to the day after they started they 
reached the United States, where 
they were feted from coast to 
coast. St. Louis got in on the 
celebration. Middle-aged matrons 
and men-about-town of today will 
recall that the Veiled Prophet cele- 
bration of 1924 centered around 
them, They were greeted as “in- 
trepid birdmen” and “Magellans of 
the air.” 


The great interest in the flight 
is testified to in stacks of clip- 
pings and folders of pictures in 
the Post-Dispatch reference room. 

One of the amusing quotations 
from a post-flight interview was 
one in which all the flyers were 
firm in stating that they had had 
enough of the hardships of world 
travel by plane and wanted no 
more of it, a prophecy which, in 
Arnold’s case at least, was slight- 
ly inaccurate in view of his overe 
Seas service in World War II. 


“The flight,” said Arnold in 
answer to a question, “was just 


one of a number of similar things | 


the Army has done of a pioneering 
nature. The thought then was to 
prove that an airplane could go 
any place there was air, and of 
course there may have been some 
subtle thought of teaching the

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“| HAVE TRAVELED all over 
this country,” he said, “and in the 
last year or so, I have been in 
many parts of the world making 
music for men and women in the 
armed forces, My audiences, like 
the services themselves, were 
drawn from every locality and 
every condition of American life. 
Their enthusiasm for music was 
immensely revealing to me. They 
were interested in every kind of 
music, You might say they were 
undiscriminating, but I prefer to 
believe that they were not held 
back by any particular barriers 
because no barriers were set up. 

“My experience therefore has 
led me to believe that hundreds 
of thousands of Americans, who 
have had little contact with the 
best music, would like it if they 
could hear it under favorable con- 
ditions. At the same time I know 
that preparation, whether through 
musica] study or continuous asso- 
ciation, is mecessary for the 
strong experience such as one gets 
from the Ninth Symphony or the 
last quartets of Beethoven. 

“What I call ‘middle music’ is 
ideal then, for newcomers who 
know they heave a passion for 
music but who might perhaps be 
“ ouraged by an immediate in- 
roduction to complex works. 
These newcomers get a wonderfu! 
sensation from something like the 
“Warsaw Concerto. And who is 
to say whether thei: feelings are 
less exalted than that of the ordi- 
nary symphony lover. I know, of 
course, that if they ever get to 
the Ninth Symphony, they will 
fee) that they will have entered 
into something bigger But even 
if they don’t get that far, they 
will have added something very 
important to their lives.” 
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THE THEORY WHICH Koste- 
lanetz expounds is much the same 
as that lying behind the ‘pop’ con- 
certs which have a long history. 
It has been assumed that easily 
assimilated music like the “Peer 
Gynt” suite and the Boccherini 
“Minuet” would serve as a 
come-on for the more profound 
masterpieces of the literature. 
Whether this is a correct assump- 
tion has never been proved sta- 
tistically, but audiences for sym- 
phonic music have certainly 
grown larger throughout the coun- 
try, even though symphony so- 
cieties are still hag-ridden by re- 
curring deficits. 

Perhaps, as Kostelanetz sug- 
gests, a deliberate cultivation of 
what he calls “middle music” will 
recruit large numbers of sym- 
phonic and operatic lovers who 
might otherwise be lost. The St. 
Louis Symphony Society, in fact. 
is having a try at this policy this 
season, even though it has not 
made a clear distinction between 
“middie music’ and middle mw 
sicians. It is a risky policy since 
it might end with a genera! level 
ing of standards and an exclusion 
from the repertory of everything 
that makes any real demand on 
the hearer

CINCINNATI, Nov. 10. 
LLULAH BANKHEAD, of whom there are always more 
dee stories going than the fabled hydra monster had heads, 
was keeping up her reputation for saying the things that 
aren't quite expected, 

The thing she was saying now 
had to do with the atomic bomb. The 
atomic bomb came into the discus- 
sion on the tail end of an inquiry 
into the state of Tallulah’s relation- 
ship with that ole davil drink. The 
question about that relationship was 
not as impertinent as it may seem. 
That ole davil, in case you haven't 
kept up with your Tallulah file, is 
what the actress swore off of when 
the Nazis knocked the British out of 
Dunkirk.

Then, one day, 
I was sitting in my hotel room and my secretary brought in 
the newspapers—I read all the papers every day—and there it 
was, ‘Atomic Bomb Devastates Hiroshima.’ 

“How did YOU feel when you read that?” Tallulah asked. 
Then she answered herself. “I felt the same way, I think, as 
you did and most of the people I know did.

CHRISTMAS TREES 
TOBE BIT BRIGHTER 


Lights and Decoration Some- 
what More Plentiful—Sup- 
ply Still Skimpy.

NEW YORK, Nov, 10 (AP)— 
Christmas trees may shine a lit- 
tle brighter this holiday season 
than in wartime, but it will be an- 
other year before their »vranches 
are decked with a profusion of 
sparkling ornaments and colorful 
lights. 

Makers of decorative balls and 
tinsel said the relaxation of ma-

Tree light stocks were exhaust- 
ed a year ago when no bulbs were

There 
will be a few crystal garlands of 
fiber glass. 

One manufacturer said there 
would be about a normal supply 
of aluminum paper ornaments. 
Artificial Christmas trees are prac- 
tically non-existent because of the 
current shortage of viscose. 

Gift wrapping paper, tags, seals 
and ribbons were said to be avail- 
able in reasonable quantities. One 
large producer estimated that pro- 
duction is off about 35 per cent

ISSOURI’S countryside has been 
wearing a brilliant garment of 
autumnal colors this season 

even though some of its trees shed 
their leaves earlier than usual. These 
trees, especially certain kinds of elm 
and maple, were partially defoliated 
by early September because, botanists 
explained, fungi attacked the leaves 
during the mid-summer rainy spell. 
Trees which escaped such damage 
had the benefit of very favorable 
weather conditions in October, and so 
were able, when the leaves turned, to 
delight the eye with a splendid show- 
ing of various shades and mixtures of 
red and yellow. Views like those pic- 
tured abounded in the St. Louis vicinity 
when the display was near its peak.

EVERAL hundred women who happened to be in the 
right place at the right time last Tuesday unexpectedly 
made a haul they had awaited for nearly four years— 
nylons.
